T HIS th^ story of an idea. It is also 
the story of ferment— 'ferment in the 
third largrcst industry in the United 
States* and first in public esteem — the movies. 
The idea* stated briefly, fa this: Labor 
should have a bigiter share not only in the 
production of the movies, but in the detor- 
nnnation of the kind of plays produced, and 
in their distribution. 

The fenTtent referred to, brictly stated, is 
the imrcat in Holly wood; 

First, among the stars of the screen. 
Second, among the critics, 

Third, among the electricians, and other 
skilled mechanics, without whom the palpi- 
tations of heart and hand could not be com- 
mitted to celluloid.

The idea took dcrmite form by chance. In 
the October, 1927, issue of this Journal ap- 
peared this editorial:

Hive iheMe pliiyera aiiutlier outlet h.v 
which Hiey can reach the public, a tick an out- 
lec as I hi* uriiiins enn provide, and it wmuld 
be comical to ivuieli the produeors crawling 
on their bellies lo those whom they now 
spurn, Frtim time in time reporm come to the 
siirfflee that unloris are considerfng making 
ptctim^s. Now is Hie time to bring this inove^ 
ment lo a head* There are available hiindrciJs 
of people gkilied In every branch of scri’cn 
art. They can make ptetures that w^oiild be 
treineinluusly profl table if they received no 
siipiifirt In addlHnii to that whbii the unions 
con Id provide* But that wmuld not be all 
the su priori they would receive. They would 
he shown even tun Ily all over the countrr ac- 
cording to their iiiiTlfs. If It came to a show* 
down the unions flnmiselveH wntild Insist upon 
Hilo. Operators and mugidana are organized 
throughout the Fnlted Statca, Give them 
enough unlon-mndc pictures of merit and Ificy 
would use their RtrlJEC proclivltleB as a weapon 
to force their sh owing.

This miturully suggests the question, what 
conditions exist in the movie industry ? 

TIT 

The case of the actors. “Equity," ofliciiil 
organ of the Actors* Union, records the fol- 
lowing events: 

**On June 2*7, 1927, the motion picture 
producers of the west coast announced 
a snlnry cut r.'mglng between Id ami 25 
per cent* Ten clays later, Bcriously dis- 
turbed by the reception with which it 
met from actora. writers, directors and 
technicians alike, it was '‘postponed.* 
But the actors* atill carried by the mo- 
mentum of (heir rush to Equity, voted 
unanimously on ,Tuiy G to presis the de- 
mands for an Equity shop and a sttiml- 
ard mmimum contract* 

"In the next two weeks some of the 
leaders of the motion picture colony of 
Los Angeles ronched the conclusion that 
Since the fight over the pay cut had 
been won, there was nothing left worth 
fighting for. They were not prepared to 
stand behind any demand for Equity 
shop or a contract that Equity might 
make in their name. 

Truwt rroducern 

"They convinced a majority of the re- 
maining leaders of the colony* To have 
forced through an Equity shop cam- 
paign W'Oiild have meant a serious split 
in the Loa Angelca branch and Equity 
bowed itself out of an impossible situ- 
ation- The demand for Equity shop was 
Ho he held in iibeyance' — but every- 
' body felt that meant it had been thrown 
overboard* 

"The motion picture actors who 
swerved the course of the Bssoeiaiion 
bad been scared by the talk of economy. 
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fiuL hud iiul LetriJ; liuiU ThtOr cut, 

iiiid oil the loiifc Lrajo of iojustJce and 
intimidation of whioh the cut was the 
symboJ, had not gone through. 

‘'And ao these actors are willing to 
take the word of the producers that they 
are the actors* friends and never meant 
to hurt the players anyway. They ac- 
cept the promise of the producers to dis- 
cuss a standard contract aa the inevi- 
tahJe forerunner of a satisfactory con- 
tract itself." 

The case of the critics. Not only Mr, 
Beaton but other critics feel strongly that 
the movies arc ovor-commerclaUssed, that 
there ia a certain hypocrisy in Lho method 
of exploitation, and this situation will 
never bo cured until new blood is infused 
into the industry. 

The case of the mechanics. We shall let 
them speak for themselves as this story 
gets under way. 

TJic case of the small independont theater 
owner. 

On October 7* 1927| the Federal Motion 
Picture Council in America, Inc., under- 
stood to be the organization of small, in- 
dependent theatre owners, petitioned the 
Federal Trade Commission to institute pro- 
ceed inga against Will II. Hays, the Motion 
picture Producers and Pistributors of 
America, Inc., and certain New York bank- 
ing firms. The charge was monopolization, 
and suppression of eompetition. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission ordered! these busi- 
ness corporations to desist. Later a con- 
ference of the large movie corporatiotis was 
held in New York for the purpose of dis- 
cussing these trade practices complained 
of, and certain minor charges were insti- 
tuted. But the general impression is that 
the trust still exists, and that there is no 
breaking it, under present conditions. The 
surest way to correct its abuses is to give 
it competition.

At this point, wa shall allow the able 
recording secretary of L. U. No. 40, Holly- 
wooil, Patrick Murphy, to continue this 
diacussion;

We who are living in the capital of the 
moving picture world would like to suggest 
that the time, condiUons, finances, and the 
inclinations of men who could make a plan 
I am aboijt to propose come true are ready 
to function right now in Hollywood. 

But we need the support of every labor- 
ing man in the country, not in a financial 
way, but in giving moral support and pat- 
ronage, after thia plan Is put into operation. 

Before any great project is put Into ac- 
tion, it takes weeks and months of think- 
ing, seasoning, ami experimenting before 
succeas can be claimed. 

The amount of success this plan wilt at- 
tain is only limited by the response it will 
receive from every labor union in the coun- 
try, as I will try to explain. If you like 
the plan let your press secretary so inform 
the WottKEE, 

Briefly siated the plan Is fo make 
ever>' labor temple, meeting hall, and 
lodge room of different societies, who 
are friendly to organized labor, a mov- 
ing picture theatre In a small way. 
There are approximately 1,500 labor 
temples In the tint led Slates and Can^ 
ada, also approximately 5.000 meeting 
places where (here are no labor templen, 
or the temple is loo small to accommO' 
date alt the different unions, along with 
the lodge rooms and halls of any socU 
ety or aBSOciaflnn that would nnturally 
see I he posHihillly of education and 
financial returns, and who are friendly 
to organized labor* 


There are two ways of handling this plan. 
The first one is for labor to support produc- 
ing companies who associate themselves 
with the unions, for the purpose of exhibit- 
ing their output in laboFs halls throughout 
the country. 

The second way will evenlually come 
and that is for union labor to form Its 
own companies, and produce I he pic- 
tures as well aa exhibit them. 

There is no reason why this last method 
will not work, as labor already has made 
a success of running banks, insurance com- 
panies, co-operative societies of all kinds* 
and of conducting one of the biggest or- 
ganizations in the world* the A. F. of L. If 
we have men big enough in our dilTerent 
organizations to handle these big jobs, 
there is no reason why they can^t make a 
success of producing and exhibiting pic- 
tures, and eventually own studios. 

There is nothing mysterious or intricate 
in the making of pictures; It only takes 
common sense and an ordinary degree of 
intelligence. 

U Is the hardest thing in the world to 
make the laboring class think, and it must 
be very discouraging to the labor leaders 
mid editors of labor papers to have their 
most cherished plana* and earnest efTortt* 
every day, given only a cursory glance, s 
word or two of praise, possibly of ridicule, 
and then completely forgotten, by the men 
whose condition they seek to improve. 

TnvEtea Co operation 

But I hope the render will pause and give 
this plan a little thought and considera- 
tion. If Secretary Bugniazet and his asso- 
ciates can do the thinking and planning* the 
reader should at least give them hts active 
support* as without the support of the ma- 
jority of union crafts this means of intelli- 
gent education and Bmusement wdll never 
be realized- 

You would imaglno any author or scenario 
w'riter, who is responsible for the story of 
tho ‘^Runaway Express' mentioned in our 
JOU!iNAL*B editorial, or the director who is 
responsible for what fs filmed, and the pro- 
ducer w^ho risks his money in producing the 
story* would have the brains or the Intelli- 
gence to know that the Ifi-hour law is a 
federal law* which prevents a trainman from 
working more than Ifi hours without eight 
hmira’ rest. But still this is only u Nampiu 
of some of the junk that goes to make up 
a lot of so-called good pictures. 

No wonder our Jouenal calls this a spo- 
radic attempt to drive a disrupting wedge 
between the farmer and union men. 

The producers must be made to reiilize that 
such an affront to organized labor, such as 
pictured in the 'Hlunaway Express/* is re- 
sented by S.000,000 union men, their families 
and friends. 

The overworked and sleepy operator in a 
sleepy state might relay a message incor- 
rectly or set the wrong switch. The en- 
gineer might pass up a warning signal, or 
even craRh head on into a fast-moving train, 
with results better imagined than told. Until 
we have producers and directora who realize 
their responsibiUty to the laboring class, the 
class from whom they expect to get most of 
their financial returns, so long will wo have 
such pictures as the **Hunaway Express.” 

I don't mean that labor or labor's friends 
should make propaganda pictures because 
labor union people don't enjoy propaganda 
pictures any more than does the general 
public. 

Weapon of Education 

But what I am trying to suggest is that 
tho moving picture industry could be made 
intelligently and successfully to educate the 


public to the proper understanding of the 
high aims and objects of organized labor. 

But if a labor situation should arise in the 
making of a picture by having our friends 
make it, this would be a guarantee that this 
sequence of the story would ba properly and 
intelligently unrolled and directed by actors 
and directors whose sympathy and beliefs 
nro in accord with organized labor; not by 
such unthinking, ignorant producers and di- 
rectors, such as have bungled a lot nf labor 
situations in the past in many other stories 
besides the "Runaway Express." 

Competition in the moving picture studios 
is keener than any place I have ever been 
in. This is due partly to the fact that popu^ 
larity doesn't last long, and it is a continual 
bitter fight to retain it. 

Another reason is because one man''s suc- 
cess in pictures {be he studio manager, de- 
partmental head or actor) means — almost 
always — another man's failure. 

Almost over night new executive heads 
are placed in office, and the old ones arc 
in the streets, along with all of his friends 
and hencbmeti* 

This unstable condition is reflected 
throughout the w'hole studio from the man- 
ager down and tends to produce inefficiency 
and distrust among its employees for each 
other, even to the lowest iaborers. 

This is the reason why you read and hear 
so much about studio politics and pull* as 
each manager and department head employs 
and does business aa much as posgiblo with 
only those whom he feela It would be ad- 
vantageous for him to rely on, In order to 
fortify his own position or Job. 

This is the plain statement of facts that 
answ-ers an article I read in a movie journal 
the other day, wherein a banker asks what 
mukeii the coats of a picture mount up so 
unnecessarily. Now unions will stabilize the 
industry. 

When you have a union organization 
throughout your plant, it tends to weld 
fogeiher a powerful* contented and ef* 
(icient working unit, that will in time 
give many more dollars for the few 
exlrn paid them in betfer vvnges, than a 
competitor gets wi(h hia cheap, unre- 
liable and unskilled help. 

But to get back to our present proposal. 
Now we appreciute the difficulties that we 
have to contend with in regard to proper 
wnd guitable buildings, organization of dis- 
tribution, prejudice of the public, oppositicsn 
of present producing companies and finan- 
ciers, lack of capital* and numerous other 
heartbreaking obstacles. But when did or- 
ganized labor pause before difficulties? 

Notwithstanding all these discouraging 
possibilities that may suggest themselves to 
the rcade reunion labor can successfully 
make* support and maintain its own raoving 
picture producing and releasing companies. 

To those who are unfamiliar with the mak- 
ing of pictures [ will state that It is not the 
production of a picture that Is the big job, 
but the successful disposal of that picture, 
after or before it Is completed that counts. 

Any man or set of men cun iiiitke good 
pictures providing they have the necessary 
money. You can always buy brains- But 
the one thing brains and money can't pur- 
chase (unless you have money in enormous 
quantities) and this itj the key to the whole 
situation, and that is releases or means of 
exhibiting pictures when the picture is ready 
for the market. 

No matter how much money a new pro- 
ducer may have at his disposa! ho miist go 
to the old-established releasing companies 
when he puts hie picture on the market or 
elec he must open up a lot of new theatres. 

Right here ia where the labor temples 
enter into the story, by supplying the necea- 
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places andi tnenns to eschibit tho pic- 
ture in every hamlet in the cotmtry. 

Create Labor Good Will 

This plan opens up a vast new fleld with 
unlimited possibilities. When we open our 
labor temples and meeting places to the pub- 
lic, even if it is only once a week, we will 
be creating new customers for the picture 
industry nnd new" good will for ourselves. 
The expense entailed in doing this ia not 
to be considered if you vision the results 
that can be obtained, even for live minutes, 
Xow to get back to w"heru we started. 

If we Lake these 11,500 temples and halls 
that we would have to choose from^ — if we 
only get one-iiftb of them, we ivould have 
more exhibitors than any other releasing 
company in the country, 

Let^B not fool ouraelves by thinking we 
would be showing our pictures to more people, 
because you will readily understand that our 
bouses will not have the large audiences or 
be shown aa many limes per week* Never- 
theless, by no very great stretch of the 
imagination, you can readily see what a 
power the unions could exert on the minds 
of the public and in the moving picture in- 
dustry, an industry that proudly claims to 
be the third largest in the United States. 

Taking the theatres also into considera- 
tion there is no doubt r 

but what this claim is 


and most costly efforts put forth by the 
industry. This is done to arouse and to 
inform their army of salesmen. This ii why 
the cost of distribution ia so high that the 
bankers are always complaining about it. 

Labor Will Staliilixe Situation 

Kow' what could an organlxallon which 
includes all the labor temples and meeting 
places in the country do to eliminate this 
unnecessary competitive expense? In the 
first place there won’t be any unnecessary 
comped tive expense, because there won’t be 
any competition. 

Our central labor bodies are well organised 
already, and could act as centers of distribu- 
tion to the auiTounding small towns, for our 
producing company and its friends, at about 
one-fourth the cost at which our competUors 
could do this work, 

- 
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true, as the pubi 
and does spend a 
large part of its 
dollar for amuse- 
ment of different 
kinds. 

Recent statis- 
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tics give the moving picture payroll second 
place in the industries of Lo» Angeles, sec- 
ond only to petroleum. 

If a releasing company is formed iKat has 
26 or 30 houses at its command, this corn- 
puny is considered a power in that local 
city and in the buBiness, 

What is said to be one of the three big- 
gest and fitrongest studios, which also 
handles releases throughout the world, has 
only 550 houses in which to exhibit its output. 
It can easily be seen that our proposition 
would he a paying one, right off the jump, 
because we would have more releases than 
any other company in the world. Even if 
they were catering to fewer people. Healthy 
growth w’ould always take care of our small- 
ness, and we would not remain a moil. 

Now as to very long distribution, all the 
studios and releasing companies must Have 
an outlet for their products. The studios 
and releasing companies release pictures to 
the exhibitors, or house owners on a per< 
centflge or flat rate for a stated period per 
picture. 

These different releasing companies main- 
tain expensive oQices in all the large cities 
and population centers from which they dis- 
tribute their pictures. This U where the 
enormous cost of distribution comes In, on 
account of keen competition. 

Then we have whnt they call moving pic- 
ture conventions in different parts of the 
country yearly. This ia one of the biggest 




Get the right union man in eai*h locality 
to supervise our distribution, one who bos 
labor’s interest at heart, and he will ac- 
complish as much as live men who are only 
in the business for what money they re- 
ceive as salary. 

This onion distributor will not be ham- 
pered by much rent to pay, because he will 
not have to ”put on the dog’’ for competi- 
tive reasons. No army of uscIcbs **red 
apple*^ salesmen will be necessary because 
he has nothing to sell, but will have lots to 
deliver. No competitive expenses because 
he will have no competition, as our distri- 
butor will have his exhibitors signed up in 
advance as far as he wants them. His pat- 
ronage will only be limited by the excel- 
lence of his programs and ibe size of his 
house. 

In cutting these distribution expenses 
the exlribltor can pay thit producer a little 
more for bis picture; the producer will get 
more for the capital invested, thertby en- 
abling the producer to pay more for his 
atories, director, actors, writers and all 
studio craftsmen, office help and laborers. 

This long chain with one link secure- 
ly supporting the next cannot help hut 
make a strong, efficient organization, 
and financial success, that will in time 
be able to build its own theatres, liqui- 


date any labor temple debt, huild up 
defense funds, that would soon amount 
to thousands, or for any other co-oper- 
ative movement the central labor bodies 
should approve of. 

Think what a help it would be to the 
studio worker, motion picture operators, 
and all stage hands if the union label was 
required to be on the pictures. 

What a help such an organization would 
be when the unions wanted to make new 
agreements with their employers or in the 
Studios. 

While I am writing of the label 1 would 
like to call your attention to w"bat that 
would mean. It would mean that the pic- 
turo was made and shown under union con- 
ditions. It would have a cheerful and en- 
couraging effect on every union man who 
saw it, as he would soon realize that his 
years of battling for union labor principles 
were beginning to hear fruit. It would he 
the greatest educator and organizer for the 
rising generation, possible to imagine. And 
lastly it would be a warning to the strike 
breaker and the scab, the unfair empioyer 
and the company union advocate, that their 
day and influence were past. 

Knowing what you want and how to get 
it in the picture business is half the battle. 
We know what we want and wc think we 
know how to get it. One great trouble with 
the present pictures is their effort to please 
everybody and every class with the result 
that the picture doesn't please anybody. 

Now when a producer, story writer, and 
director decide on story, class style and 
cost, they have before them in their mind’s 
eye, the class of people they will expect to 
get most of their financial rotums from. 
ConseqUOTitly they can aim to please the 
known, definite taste of their customers be- 
fore they even start to work, and can act 
accordingly. This will take away the ele- 
ment of guess work, such as is done by 
many producora now. 

Making a picture is just like building a 
house. You must have plans. If you build 
the first floor or story, and then by inde- 
cision or lack of knowledge you decide to 
finish Ihe top floor of your house contrary 
in style and looks to the lower floor, you 
are going to have a monstrosity to live In. 
instead of a suitable dwelling. 

Will Aid Producers 

Sfuch la the way a good many film dramas 
appeal to me. merely because the producers 
and directors did not know to what end they 
were building their pToduettons. The result 
may not exactly be n monstrosity but it 
will and does show by the results obtained, 
their lack of craftsmanship and ability. 

By building with a known audience In 
mind you won’t have to change the story 
to suit a new idea, or rewrite and retake 
ftcenes to suit a possible different ending 
of the story conceived when the picture was 
started. I have seen this occur many times. 

This system would make it a more busi- 
nesslike and cheaper proposition all the way 
from producer to customer. 

The producer, by knowing what he wants, 
can moke his picture cheaper. 

The director, knowing the class of people 
the story will entor to and what their feel- 
ings are, what will and what won’t appeal 
to this certain class, can direct his energies 
and actors to the attainment of this 
objective. 

The actors, being also chosen with this 
objective in view, would willingly and heart- 
ily enter into the spirit of the entire project. 

With complete understanding, and a sym- 
pathetic personal desire to be of service to 
Ms admirers, who have supported him In

iiMs. In more thnu 80 per cent of the tool 
ehests of the United States a valaable toot 
to every electrical worker is mis&int. This 
tool has been absent through an improrier 
estimate of its possible value. The question 
natumtly arises: What b this much -neglected 
tool and how can I use it? The Eiiiswer is: 
“The Book,“ and, oh, what a bowl will come 
from most mochanici when a book is called 
a tool of the trade. The majority of me^ 
chanics are incHtied to place a low estimate 
upon mechanics who are book students. 
This low estimate is an Honest error of 
judgment in placing a proper value on a 
sure result. The hook mechanic b constantly 
realbing the value of the study of hooks of 
his trade. Other mechanics plod along, woO' 
dertng how his brother mechanic has quali- 
fied for a much better paid position. This 
period of wonderment may last a Ufettmo 
with Bomc men and for varying periods with 
others. It all depends upon what time a 
man decides to pull Himself put of a rut and 
get hack onto the racetrack called life. 

In a state-wide survey made in Maasachu- 
setts less than 15 years ago it was found 
that more than 70 per cent of the mechanics 
of all trades had less than a seventh grade 
education. These same mechanics had large 
families and sent many children to college. 
Fifteen years ago hooks for building trades 
men w*ere few a nr! far between. If those 
mechanics had the large variety of trade 
books now on the market many n day's work 
would have been ensiof through complete 
knowledge of the job. It b to tho everlast- 
ing glory of these mechanics of long ago 
for the splendid progress they made without 
the educational helps which mechanics have 
today.

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Caveat Emptor as Applied to Home Owners

E very so often we hear a complaint In 
belmlf u£ Uie ulLimate consumer and 
the part that the hijth wages of the 
building trades add to his cost. It Is true 
that the cost of everything today is high, 
and it is also true that when some Babbitt 
starts a deluge of crocodile tears about 
high wages he U merely attempting to de- 
tract attention from his situation. 

Wages are going to continue on the 
present plane. The real leaders of business 
and economics realise that the high spend'* 
ing power of the masses makes for prosper* 
ity, and in addition the leading employers 
know that with improved materials and im- 
proved methods the mechanic is producing 
more and is fully justified in the present 
wage scale, and in fact eome believe tivit 
wages will go still higher with further in- 
creased efficiencies. 

But on the other hand, who can haaard 
a guess on what poor materials and poor 
workmanship, the product of the poor mo 
chanic, who in turn is the child of poor 
wages and poor business methods, add to 
the coat of society as a whole. The public 
has learned that in the purrhase of every- 
day necessities real economy is accom- 
plished, even by paying more, when articles 
of good materials and workmanship are ob- 
tained whether it be clothes, foodstu^s, 
automobiles or whatnot. Not only real 
economy but personal satisfaction, 

[n one city of the west there was in the 
past year an investigation that was carried 
on over a period of several months by sev- 
eral individuals of the electrical industiy 
to hnd if possible In dollars and cents the 
cost to society of poor materials, workman- 
ship and manner of doing business. And 
while the findings arc by no means con- 
clusive due to the fact that the history of 
every job could not be obtained, neverthe- 
less, in arriving at their concluaiona the 
committee was of the opinion that poor 
workmanship and materials are a greater 
factor in the ultimate coat than the figures 
Indicate. 

Study l^oor Workmanship 

The city had in 102G approximately 
000,001) worth of electrical construction 
work and of this amount $1,100,000 was 
done by members of organized labor, who 
had voluntarily adopted a code of work- 
manship. They had agred that all of their 
work should not only conform to the city 
ordinances but also should conform to the 
rules of the National Board of Fire Under- 
w'riters. They were In turn workitig for 
electrical contractors that had adopted a 
code of their own relating to approved ma- 
terials and good workmanship and business 
ethics, 

Iii competition with them were what is 
termed in trade circles unfair contractors 
with incompetent employees who did In that 
year $900,000 worth of electrical construc- 
tion work- Their competition rnnsiaterl of 
poor materials and poorer workmanship, 
and the only ethics were those imposed by 
the city inspection, which was not any too 
high, and was not any too well enforced. It 
has been estimated that with the adoption 
of this policy of just getting by, their cost 
was Ifi per cent lower than that for stan- 
dard workmanship and materials. 

So $900,000 represents fi5 per cent of 
what the cost would have been for a high 
grade class of construction, which would 
have brought their total up to $1,058,820, 
which added to the coat of the other group

or $1,100,000 would make a grand total for 
the year of $2,158,823. So by the use of 
sub-standard matermls, poor ethics and 
poor workmanship society os a whole was 
saved $158,823. 

Now let us look on the other side of the 
lodger to find the true saving. First we 
will take the history of theao firms. Dur^ 
ing the year none of the firms conducting 
their afTairs along true business lines, and 
obderving itll the ethics of business, went 
out of business. True, two of them changed 
hands but the same policies continued. Of 
the firms that elected to do business with 
no ethics, incompetent employees, and fol- 
lowing the practice of skinning the job, 
eight failed, with a loss to the creditors of 
from $7,500 to $40,000 or a total loss of 
$190,000. 

The fire department of that city reports 
that for the year there was a loss of $20,500 
that can definitely be attributed directly to 
electrical causes and each ease of investi- 
gation showed either poor materials or poor 
workmanship. This is not taking into ac- 
count the fire loss from unknown causes in 
the amount of $140,000. 

In addition the electrical tnspecuon de- 
partment says that these incompetents 
cause It for reinspeefcion, clerk hire, etc, 
a cost of $2,600 per year.

Cost Almost Immeasurable 

But that Is not the only loss. Some 
losses can be measured in dollars and cents 
such as one case where a group of over 
fifty houses was built. No provisions had 
been made In any of them for electric 
ranges or hot water heaters. Of course the 
purchaser w*anted these conveniences but 
did not know that larger feeder wires, en- 
trant conduit, and rahiiiet.'v were required. 
So they were changed at a loss to some- 
body of about $in per house. 

Then there is the personal losa of 
damaged plaster and painting for additional 
outlets which should have heen planned and 
installed during construction. Then 
switches in inconvenient places because 
someone saved a few pennies. Perhaps af- 
ter all this personal feeling loss will out* 
weigh the financial loss. Then there were 
numermis cases of where the fiy-by-night 
contractor failed to pay hia Inbor and ma- 
terial bill, rcBultirg In a lien upon the 


building with e.xtra cost, delays and disap- 
pointments to the builder. 

The cure lies in the education of the 
consumer. He must learn to demand on© 
hundred cents worth of electrical value for 
©very electrical dollar he spends. He must 
learn Hint when he purchases electrical 
construction that he is purchasing a com- 
modity, and with that purchase he is en- 
titled to and should receive a guarantee as 
to labor and materials the same as he 
would receive if he was purchasing a watch 
or an automobUe. 

If someone was to sell 6 cent loaves of 
bread for 4 cents the purchaser would won- 
der why and how. In any line of busi- 
ness if the purchase price is less than the 
cost of production someone is getting 
cKuaUi], and wbil© ill© individual might not 
worry as long as it was the other fellow’s 
loss* nevertheless the law of averages still 
prevails and sooner or later that individual 
will bo the victim. 

So it goes back to the boy with the ready 
tears and melting heart that feels for the 
consumer and who deplores high wages, 
etc,, but who hopes to continue the practice 
of ^'Lct the buyer beware.** 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST GERMS IN 
BOOKS 

The precautions taken by a modern cir- 
culating library to protect readers from 
contagious diseases which might b© carried 
by hooka returned from families where 
disease has broken out were described by 
Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, Librarian of the 
St. Louis Public Library, in a recent radio 
talk from Station KMOX in that city, the 
text of which has just been published in 
the annual report of the Library. A 
country*wide survey conducted by the 
American Library Association showed, Dr. 
Bostwick said, that public libraries In larger 
cities keep in touch with the city health 
department, which sends to the library 
regular notices of faniiUea in which conta- 
gious dlseuB© has been reported. The library 
then notifies that family what to do about 
library books then on loan in the house. 
In some cities these books are actually de- 
stroyed, In other cities thorough disinfec- 
tion is believed to be sufficient. 


TO PREVENT FIRE ON AIRSHIPS 

An ingenious method of making it impos- 
SI hie for sparks to he produced by broken 
electric wires has been invented by the 
Metropolitan Vickers Electric Company, of 
England, for use on the ©normous alumtnuni 
airship now being built for the British Gov- 
ernment. This great air leviathan will carry 
one hundred passengers and will require a 
crew of fifty men. It is desirable to light 
the ship by electricity but the danger of fire 
is so great that electric sparks are much 
feared. Both the hydrogen gas used to lift 
the ship and the gnaoUne used to drive it are 
highly inflammabie. When ordinary electric 
wires pull apart or break a spark is apt to 
be produced. Ordinarily this does no harm 
but on the new aircraft it might mean the 
entire destruction of the ship and its human 
freight. To prevent such a catastrophe the 
British engineers have devised an electric 
wire made of the light-weight aluminum and 
contained Inside an aluminum sheath, the two 
being separated by a layer of insulation. If 
the whole wire is pulled apart or broken, the 
inner wire, which carries the electricity, will 
break before the outer sheath does. 
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Cooperation Strikes Note of Union Insurance 



T he development of the Union Co* 
operative rnanrance Aasoeiation ia one 
marked by increasing interest and 
cooperation^ as well as steady (growth, so 
that at the present lime labors' llrst ami 
original old line legal reserve life insur- 
ance company has furty-six millions of life 
insurance in force* 

After a good deal of thought, Investigation* 
mquirica of the inaurance departments of the 
different states and careful consideration of 
the matter of life insurance, the ofRcors and 
mtjmbera of the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers embarked in 1U24 on 
this new enterprise of an old lino legal re- 
serve life insurance company* 

There whs a period of communiication with 
the members and collection of money through 
the sale of stock, and on November 10* 1924, 
the Union Cooperative Insurance Aflaociation 
was formally launched as a going insurance 
company* incorporated under the laws enacted 
by Congress for the District of Columbia, 
Then followed impatient days ami weeks 
devoted to the collection of the necessary 
funds, vvhich were soon forthcoming. Dur- 
ing this collection penod the money was 
deposited in the Mt. V'ernon Savings Bank 
(a labor bank) in the names of trustees, 
and the fund as it was collected was bear- 
ing interest and thus increasing itself. 

After the formal incorporation of the 
company, more busy days followed. There 
were rates to figure so that life in- 
surance could be obtained at reason- 
able cost. There were application 
blanks to prepare so that those who 
had afinoitnced their desire for life 
insurance and their intention of tak- 
ing a policy from this company could 
obtain the protection in the easiest 
possible manner and at the earliest 
possible moment. There were circu- 
lars to prepare giving the informa- 
tion about the company and instruc- 
tions as to filling out the application 
blanks. There were policy forms to 
consider and prepare, and then to 
have printed. Then came the an- 
nouncement that the company was 
doing business and was actually 
ready to issue life insurance. 

New Yearns Marked Advent 

The lime for the actual writing of 
life insurance was January I, 1925, 
or, as New Year’s Day is a holiday, 
really January 2, 1925, 

Great was the excitement in the 
office the day in nocember, 1924, 
when the first application was signed 
and the first medical examination 
made. This first application received 
in person in the office of the company 
was from a fire insurance man from 
the Pacific Coast who wiis so en- 
thusia.stic about tho prospects and 
outlook of the company that he 
wanted to obtain hla adilitional life 
insurance protection in this company, 
even though ho was not a union man. 

The first actual policy was issued to 
a "big business’^ man in New York 
employing many electrical workers* 
Enthusiasm constantly iacro 0 sed. 

The miiil brought all kinds of inquir- 
ies about insurance, all kinds of re- 
quests from persona interestcii in 
the agency end of the business, ac- 
tual applications for life inaunincc* 
congratulations on the advent of or- 
ganized labor into the life insurance 
field, and not the least of the plea- 
sant communications were those en- 


life insurance company, hut of course there 
was no confidential information which could 
be given to her. 

There was the woman whose husband died 
— our first death claim. If the local union of 
which her husband was a member had not 
taken a group life insurance policy Just when 
it did, that widow would have been left with 
only ^200.00 insurance and five children to 
feed and clothe. The $1*900.00 which w^as 
paid her immediately by this company un- 
doubtedly tided her and the children over a 
very seriouE and difficult time. 

Then a proud parent announced the arrival 
of his first-born as follows: 

^’There has come to my house a new-horn 
babe, Fourteen apnts of old Hna insumncR 
companies have laid siege to my castle. My 
wife is weakening. Please give me data on 
a policy to run fifteen years. Baby is now 
four weeks oldJ' 

Of the many letters received compliment- 
ing the company on the swift payment of 
death claims two state as follows: 

1* on this day turned over check to Mrs. 

and she sure was surprised in the quick 

work on part of your office in p 0 yment of 
claim* ! myself am not surprised as I am 
familiar with what you can do, but it will 
sure get some publicity around hibor circles 
in Pittsburgh in the wonderful way it was 
handled by your good office." 

"The action of sending this claim 
twenty-four hours after receiving the 
notice of death of this member was 
grcarly acclaimed by the members 
of this local and has gone a long way 
to have the members realize that 
group insurance was the beat ac- 
lion taken by the local in many 
years." 

A national president wrote enclos- 
ing a list of all his secretaries, re- 
questing that letters he sent to each 
one so that the entire membership 
would be informed of the kinds of in- 
surance issued and the method of ob- 
taining policies. 

Then there was the touching let- 
ter from the man who had to move* 
as followc: 

"I have been adviHed by wire this 
morning that my family has been 
requested to move on account of the 
baby, 1 think I will wire back and 
have them drown; the baby and buy a 
lap dog, and if there were not so 
many ladles in your office I would 
favor you wdth a copy of my letter to 
Llio landlord. The new address is 


This one about cooperation among 
the workers is fine; 

"Life has taught me to believe 
firnily in the cooperativo movement. 
It is a matter of slow growth* but it 
wiir grow substantial and solid like 
a groat tree. Instead of many men 
working at cro^s- purposes they should 
all pull in the mtine direction* Under 
our present system I have been so oc- 
cupied in making a bare living I have 
not been able to devote any time or 
work to this great step. 

"No Individual worker or laboring 
man can hold much money but 
thrtjugli coo[mi*atton (like the L B, E. 
W. insurance and the Brotherhood 
banks) labor has the power to con- 
trol the capital of the workL A co- 
operative accumulation of fifty cents 
per month, per man* if all the work- 
ers could bo induced to do that*

Since the actual starting of business by the 
Union Cooperative insurance Association* the 
busmesa has been growing constantly and 
steadily, econoTnically and judiciously. States 
have been entered for the purpose of doing 
business in them by nicuns of agents, and the 
other formalities complied with. Other 
states have been communk-aled with and it 
was deemed unwise to enter them owing to 
the limitations imposed by their laws* H 
was decided that the workers in various 
Staten could be bettor served by mail from 
the home ofiice than by agents subject to 
the iimitations imposed by these states* Ad- 
ditional agents have been procured in the 
territnry where agents are used by the com- 
pany. Additional facilities have been de- 
veloped for carrying on by mail business with 
those residing in states where the company 
has no agents* and most important of all, 
additional policies are constantly being issued.

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American Economists Confront Industrial Problems 


O NE of the moftl powerful in 4*x- 

I ate nee met in Washington shortly be* 
fore the New Year, We rufer to the 
American Economic Assoeiationi and kin- 
dred orgnnin^ationB, whoBc busimisi it is to 
scan, study, an&lyjsc, sway and if poaslble, 
direct business facts and irendi* A cloud 
of these scholara descended on the nation's 
capital with a sheaf of ipeechos as high as 
Washington's momimcnt, and with good-bu* 
mored Indulgence for all orators. We our- 
selves leaned patiently out of our olHce 
window, trying to catch some inkling of the 
convention's meaning. 

Let us say at once that we have tremen* 
dous respect for at least part— the shock- 
troop — of this scholarly battnUon. There is 
a certain pioneer group of econom* 
ista, who have left off building up 
mathenintical formulae, and have 
taken their hat in hand, walked out 
of the cluHs room. Into the open air, 
and have liegun a study of industry 
as it is — not as Adam Smith thought 
it was in 1790. Such men as Tugwell, 
Slichter, Lorwin, Commons are 
giving new direction to that streara 
of economic knowledge which is so 
important to us all* 

Well, as we leaned out of our of- 
free window, we fancied we caught 
a bolder and more outspoken note 
emanating from that great conven* 
lion* The economists, even the old- 
Mne economists, seemed a little 
more rcaUstic In their analysis of 
national and international prohlcms* 

The convention w^as distinguished by 

A hold look forward into the 
economic future of the ten 
years. 

An airing of some of labor's 
prohlemH by the American Awo- 
cialion for Labor LegiRUtion, 

A curious dogmatism about 
certain social phenomena* 

A bold facing of certain class 
distlncilona In American life, 

A gradual price decline of world- 
wide scope was foreseen, with a pos- 
sibility of a long period of depres* 
sion. (Lionel D. Edio, Colgate 
University*) Mr. Edie advocated n 
"gold league of nations,*' formed hy pooling 
the gold resources, much in the sumo man- 
ner as the capital resources of the United 
States arc pooled under the Federal He- 
serve System* 

To the American Association for L*abor 
Legislation, founded by Prof. John H, Com* 
mans, American labor owes much for its 
defining of the issues underlying labor we|* 
fare, and focusing public attention upon 
them.

"Much can be said for the exemption of 
the activities of labor organ laationn from 
the incidence of the anti-trust laws, and 
enpectally against the prevailing use of the 
injunction in labor disputes. Rut the rem- 
edy lies, not in the relinquishment of au- 
thority over IHcgltimale concert of action 
in the industrial field, but In tbo recogni- 
tion, through statutory enactment or Juiit- 
dal enlightenment, of the distinctive social 
and economic circumstances which condi- 


tion the aims anti activlticB of organized 
labor/' 

Henry T* Hunt, attorney, New York City: 
"If the sione-cuUera* union had been a 
corporation engaged in selling the labor of 
its members and had refused to sell their 
labor to work on the Redford Company's 
stone for any reason, it would not thereby 
have violated the Sherman Act, 

"In the Shoe Madiiiiery case the court 
decided that leases of tnachineB whereby 
the lessee was prohibited from utilixlng the 
machines leased to complete work partially 
performed by machines obtained by others 
were not obnoxious to the Sherman Act* 
Yet an association of stonecutters may not 
refuse to permit its memberi to complete 
work partially performed by other 
workmen working In opposition to 
and In competition with union 
members. 

"The difTerence in the court's con- 
clusion points to 0 higher considera- 
tion for profits by sales than for 
what 111 II y be called profits by 
manual labor- Yet It is dlfBcult to 
see what the workman's interest 
should bo thus deferred to the 
worker." 

Thomas S. Adams, President of 
the American Economic Association, 
projected the astounding theory 
that there never could be a acien- 
Uficatly impartlai system of 
taxation. 

Any tax achedulo, he Is reported 
aa saying, la the reault of a class 
struggle to throw the tax burden on 
the other class* 

"Individual aclflsbnesa/* be said, 
"bccomeB profoundly modified by 
class aolflsbnesa, and this later may 
change into something higher. Ideal- 
ism in tax making, which is a atriv- 
ing after perfect truth or juatlce, ia 
mosity a nuisance. The world needs 
the economlst'fl version of truth when 
matured of Intensive study* But let 
no economist chetish the illusion 
that tho truth will prevail. Hla 
truth is only one factor in the tax- 
making contest It will emerge a 
battered and better truth/' 

Equally afltourjdLng was the asser- 
tion of Nels Anderaon, of Columhin Univor- 
*ity, that slums never could be nboUBhed. 
Ur. Bdward T* Divine denied this thesis. 


CUN HEARD 135 MILES 

The enormous delicacy of the Instrumenta 
now used by scientiste to detect sound waves 
in the air is evidenced by the fact that a 
gun bred ou the east coast of England, In 
tests conducted on July 9, 1927, under the 
direction of Dr, F. J* W* Whipple of Kew 
Ohnervatory, produced an air wave detected 
at Birmingham University, over 135 miles 
away* To determine the exact speed of the 
sound wave the "bang'* of the explosion was 
picked up by a radio microphone close to the 
gun and was sent out by radio from two of 
the English broudeasting stations. DctollH 
of the experiment were announced in advance* 
Many listeners were posted In all directions 
and at dlfTcrcnt distances from the artillery 
proving ground at ShoeburynciiB* east of 
London, where the gun was fired. Each 
listener had a radio riM^eiver, Since the speed 
of radio waves Is over ISO,ODO miles a second* 
each listener heard the sound of the gun by 
radio almost instaninneouily. The sound 
wave itself, traveling through the air only 
about a thousand feet a second, did not ar- 
rive until later. 
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Electrical Workers Break New School Paths

the day, and going to their own eehool 
at night, li the tateBt development of the 
education a 1 work of Kleetrical Worker a 
Union No* DS of Philndelphln* And the 
seboot these appronticc-workem are attend- 
ing 19 not the reifutar vocational training 
institutions, conducted cither by the Board 
of Education of the city at part of lii edu- 
cational program, nor by the many private 
technical ichooli which one finds tn such 
large numbers. The Bchool is a union enter- 
priae throughout. The education committee 
of Locnl OS, In conjunction with the Labor 
College of Phlladelphin, planned a progrnm* 
engages the teachers and provides the place 
where the classes meet* And because the 
control of this appronticeachool is so un^ 
usual, it becomes different from nil other 
instruction organized for apprentice! every- 
where* 

Many trade union organlzationa have 
planned instruction for their apprentices. 
But none of these go beyond the development 
of the craft skill of the boys who tiike the 
training. Yet education in one's craft, while 
very important, li not all that young men 
entering in Industry need nowadays* Skill 
and intelligenca to apply one's self moat effi- 
ciently to the chosen task are of great im- 
portance, of course. But knowledge about 
the labor movement, the economic factors 
of present-day ioclety, and the social sig^ 
nificance of labor as a leading force towards 
progress, ii Juit as necessary if these young 
men, entering the movement today, are to 
do their part in the future. Today, with 
science and Its methods being utilized in 
EVeiT fteld of endeavor, the labor movement 
cannot fall back upon the old rule-of-thumb 
method by which the young trade unionists 
learned the bualnesi of trade unionism by 
watching the older men In the movement. 

It is evident, therefore, that ail classes 
organized for tho purpose of developing the 
skill and knowledge in the craft alone, are 
incomplete in their Instructlona. An dectrl- 
cal worker who belongs to a union Is not 
only a worker handling the tools of his trade, 
but he Is also a member of a very important 
industrial group who should know how to 
liAfidle the tools of his memborahip. Tn 
other W'ords, the young apprentice learning 
to become a better mechanic should also be 
given cm opportunity of learning how to 
become a better Informed and more Intelli- 
gent trade unionist. 

EducaHon Baaed on Needs 

With this in mind the offi^cern and mem- 
bership of Local No. 08 organised their 
classes for apprenticea, Meeting as a group 
with an entity of Iti own under the direction 
and supervision of its union these young 
workers enn never forget their trade union 
afiUlations — n thing not so easily don# in 
a regular vocational and technical school. 
Because fifty atudents are too Urge a num- 
ber to handle satisfactorily they are split 
up In two groups, each meeting once a week. 

As a beginning there is nothing very for- 
mal and rigid In the educational program. 
Bather the education committee of I.ocal 08, 
the Labor €ollego and the instructor feel 
their way slowly and develop tho course as 
they go, to meet best the needs of the young 
workers. 

The regular instructor Is an electrical #n* 
gineer who brings to them years of both 
practical and theoreilcal knowledge of elec-

tridty and its uses. Simple laboratory work 
is organized with the hope that as time goes 
on a real workshop will be set up for the 
use of these students* Trips to electrical 
plants are being planned during the course 
of the year's work* 

Periodienny the students ure treated to 
talks on labor, its history und penbiems. 
Also the social forces making what we call 
Americ.T are touched upon. Dr. Holmes 
comes in to tell them about these forces 
working In society; how labor played its 
part In the past and what its part may be 
in the future, depending upon the acumen, 
knowledge and intelligence of these very 
same youngsters who are listening to him. 
Mr, Itichle, American Federation of Labor 
representative, presents to these groups the 
functiona and purpose of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. He gives a detailed story 
of the manner of ita organization and the 
purposes of its various subdivisions. And 
so the knowledge which trade unionists here- 
tofore had to pick up in a haphazard fash- 
ion, if nt all, is now presented tn an orderly 
and scientific manner. The apprentices are 
growing Into the labor movement as well as 
into their craft* 

It will be interesting to watch the results 


of this esperimem — for experiment it is. 
This year this course Is compulsory for first 
year apprentices only because those in charge 
fell that not enough about proper method 
ntid procedure was known to include the ap- 
proniices of all four years* Second, third 
and fourth year opprenticos, however, are 
given the privilege of attending these classes 
if they so desire. Many have taken this 
privilege* If It should prove successful, and 
from present indicatiooi there can be no 
doubt about Its results, tho other groups of 
apprentlcei will be included under the com- 
pulsory feiiiure in Subsequent yeara* 

Attract Young Men 

From nnother angle thii educational ven- 
ture U important* Never before has labor 
had the opportunity of taking hold of its 
younger nsemberahlp when Its mind w^as in 
Its most receptive stage* In the past the 
usual procedure was to let the young mem- 
bers severely alone until they had proved 
their worth by going through the fire of 
several years' experience in the movement.

floor standards which fit into nipple covers 
and Ihoreby form a finished terminal for 
light, telephone or bell, about four inches 
above the floor^ 

\lakc Record Job 

This job was started about Juno 
and in seven working days 81 men and 27 
helpers installed ;iO,D0O feet of this material 
for the first time in their lives* 

The John Mancoirk Life building is a com- 
paratively new building and this work wax 
done on floors ■which carried the building 
four floors higher. 

As no prorisions were made for lighting 
the old roof, or rather the first new floor* 
the old roof hud to be remmred; this work 
alone cost |5t),00D. The itistallation of the 
new layout, five floors, was completed. 
However, only four will be used. The top 
flour or new roof is ready at any time to go 
higher, Kifteen thousand feet of 1 H by 
Inch and 100,000 feet of 1*4 by f*4 inch 
Walker .41steel duct were used. The coupUngs 
and fittings are of the sleeve variety. The 
work on ihia syatem is completed similarly to 
any concrete Job, before the slab is poured. 
The photo gives a very good idea of how the 
job looks. One shows Job with duel only in 
place and the other shows job after reinforce- 
ment roiifl are in place ready for the pouring 
of concrete.

I have be- 
fore me the manufacturer's booklet and from 
the pictures, it can reailily be seen it has 
been use^l on a number of large buildings in 
Philadelphia, Chicago* New York and in 
other large cities. However, ! believe this 
Job I refer to Is the first in Boston imme- 
diate vicinity. For the following data and 
photos I nm indehted to the electrical con^ 
tractor on the job, Mr. H. F, Schaefer, and 
Brother Bert F. Quinlan, the jnb foreman.

T wo books have recently come to our 
desks, of fcreat interest, wc believe, to 
American trade unionists. One (The 
British Coal Dilemna by Isador Lubin and 
Helen Everett) is stamiied with the au- 
thority of the Institute of Economies, 
Washington, D, C. The other (The Social 
Catholic Movement in Great Britain by 
Georgianna Putnam McEntee) is by an in- 
structor in history in Hunter College, New 
York City. 

Isador Lubin and Helen Everett were 
sent to England to get what newspaper men 
call the “low-down” on the coal situation. 
They went into mines, into miners' cot- 
tages, into owners* homes and offices, into 
parliament. They talked to engineers, econ- 
omists and tvorkers. They turned over 
many pages in many books and pamphletsi, 
and then they made their findings into thia 
book. 

England seems far away to most Ameri' 
can workers, and "England’s problems are 
not ours" is often heard from American 
workers, and yet the surprising thing about 
this book is the conviction it forces upon 
you that England is not far away* and that 
England’s problems, if not ours are like 
ours. 

The obvious difference between the Eng- 
lish coal situation and the American, is 
that England’s mines are old. Some of 
them have been yielding that good English 
coal for centuries. And obviously it costs 
more to work an old mine than a new one. 
It takes seven English miners now where 
it used to take six due to the difficulties of 
mining. 

But some day American mines will be 
old, too, and it is presumed that American 
operators will act reasonably to prepare 
against that day. 

The obvious likenesses between English 
and American coal situations, lie in the fact 
-'!) that both industries are now wallowing 
in chaos of change from old to new methods; 
fii> that on outworn economic philosophy 
foisted upon the industry by the owners is 
hampering recovery. 

The British coal strike did not bring the 
chaos, but it was only part of the chaos in 
the British industry. This chaos Is the 
result of many factors: age of mines; the 
war; the technological backwardness of the 
industry; the stubbornness of English coal 
owners; restrictions set upon the mines by 
unions to protect the men who mine coal, 
to which the owners could not adjust min- 
ing technique, 

*^The mine owners believe in the validity 
and efficiency of private enterprise as a 
method of carrying on the indnstry. They 
stress the importance of the profit motive 
and praise it as a driving force- They con- 
sistently oppose legislative ‘interference* 
and believe that if left to the play of eco- 
nomic forces the industry will heal itself. 
They believe that since the industry is 
‘governed by economic necessities from 
'which there is no escape,* longer hours and 
lower wages arc the price that must be paid 
for prosperity." 

All this sounds familiar to American 
ears. 

"There is a definite -community of mis- 
fortune," this book reveals of the miners, 
"a fellowship of poverty, a guild of grief. 
Men sometimes have wondered wh}'' it is 
that miners in their unions are so clan- 
nish; and they have marveled, too, at the 
nature of this welding and of the strength 
it represents. Well, they need not wonder 
more. It ia of the mine, its danger and 
its need.'* Again, “Marshal in one huge 


procession Lhia army of bruised and broken 
humanity; marshal them four men in a 
rank, each a yard and a half apart, and you 
get a procession, stretching a distance of 
4,^ miles. Every 15 yards of that tragic 
march you would have an ambulance con- 
veying a man who was seriousty injured, 
and every 61 yards a hearse," 

Lubin and Everett find the “miner's dis- 
satisfaction, all his ungency for change, has 
come to focus on the nationalized program.’* 

It is intensely interesting, too, that these 
two American scholars, respectable, genteel 
and conserv^ati vc, end up at about the same 
place as the miners. 

“In the advocacy of nationalization two 
chief lines of justification are discernilile. 
Against the wastes of private enterprise, 
nationalization is defended as a more effi- 
cient instrumentality for carrying on the 
coal business of the country. But it is also 
defended on other grounds which have to 
do not so much with efficiency as with the 



quality of life of those engraged in or af- 
fected by the industry. It is claimed that 
within the framework of nationalization in- 
dividuals will function more effectively; 
that to work for the common enrichment of 
the community instead of for private profit 
makers and to share in the actual control 
of the industry will create for workers and 
technicians new stimuli and incentives. In 
the long run, it is argued, this will mean 
a more intelligent and responsible group of 
workers. As against the present system of 
‘selfishness scienti ft cully applied/ it is 
conceived that a social organization may 
be more nearly approximated in which the 
good of each shall be the good of all. Na- 
tionalization has been Bupported sometimes 
on the ground of economic efficiency and 
sometimes on the ground of moral consid- 
eration, much to the confusion of the issue. 
U is commonly held by the advocates of na- 
tionalization, however, that the peculiar 
merit of their proposal lies in the fact that 
both moral and economic advantages will 
be secured.'’ 

It should be stated that Lubin and Ev- 
erett do n&t propose nationalization as a 
panacea, or as propaganda. They look at it 
merely as one proposal^ — a solution that 
appears to have more chances of curing the 
ills of the industry than any other as yet 
off ered. 

This book strikes one as rigidly fair, 
soundly reasoned, and factually prepared. 
It will repay a reading and will remain an 
authority for some time to come. 

Mrs. McEntee’s interesting and informa- 


tive book stresses three great episodes in 
the Catholic social movement in England. 
The first deals with Cardinal Manning and 
his daring, magnanimous and practical de- 
fence of the workers. The climax of Car- 
dinal Manning’s career came dramatically 
in 1889 when he was instrumental in arbi* 
trating the momentous dockers' strike. 
Manning wms a great humanist. “Labor," 
declared Cardinal Manning, “rather than 
capitaL or even skil!, was the cause of 
wealth and origin of all England's great- 
ness.” “4-abor/* he again declared, “was 
entitled not only to the rights of property 
but to the rights of liberty. The laborer 
had the right to determine for whom he 
should work and upon what wages he could 
Uvo.” Startling premises even today. How 
revolutionary they were in 1890! Manning 
plead for a shorter work day; establish- 
ment of ti^e minimum wage; believed in in- 
ternational action in behalf of democracy 
and of the working classes, and worked for 
world peace. 

The second section of Mrs. McEntee’s book 
discusses eminent Cathoiic laymen like 
Hilaire Belloc and G, K. Chesterton, and 
Iho effect of their guildism upon the Guild 
Socialistic movement. In the third section, 
she tells of the constructive work of Father 
Charles Dominic Plater, of the Jesuit order 
in founding the Catholic Social Guild. This 
institution is little known in America. It 
furthers Cardina! Man mug's work, has pub- 
lished social literature, founded workers' 
schools, and worked for industrial democ- 
racy and world peace. 

This book of Mrs. McEntce’s is a revela- 
tion of the continuity, vitality and deter- 
mined purpose of a great social movements 
It makes the American reader wish that a 
similar work could be published about the 
social Catholic movement of the United 
States. The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, Department of Social Action, 
suggests parallels with the English Guild. 
.And there is no more inspiring, beloved 
constructive and brave figure in the social 
movoment in America than Father John A. 
Ryan. 


MYSTIFYING “SEICHE” OCCURS ON 
SWISS LAKE 

The unusual natural phenomenon called a 
“seiche** occurred in Lake Geneva in 
Switzerland, on August eleventh, in connec- 
tion with a storm which swept the Alpine 
country on that day and is reported as 
the most violent storm in generations. A 
seiche is a sudden rise the waters of the 
lake; on this occasion to as much as two 
and one half feet. Much damage was done 
to- fishermen's boats and to waterfront 
property. Scientists interested in these 
phenomena were able to confirm the theory 
already formulated on previous occasions, 
a theory which ascribes the variations of 
lake level to sudden changes in the pressure 
of the air over the lake. If you blow down 
forcibly on the center of Boup in a soup 
plate the surface of the liquid wil! be de- 
pressed by the pressure of the air and will 
rise slightly around the edges of the plate. 
That is a model of a seiche. Sudden in- 
creases or decreases of air pressure over 
difFerent parts of the lake tilt the vrater, 
producing high "tides” at one part of the 
lake and low ones at another. It is possible 
for the lower areas to be in the center of 
the lake, thus making St seem as though the 
lake had risen everywhere, an appearance 
which impressed former generations of fish- 
ermen as savoring of black magic. 
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posal comes from Local Union No* 40 of this international 
organization composed largely of studio employees at Holly- 
vvfjocl, l^hiu these men arc in position to know the movie game 
as intimately as any other group in America can not be gainsaid, 
Tiiat tlicy have given careful consideration to their proposal 
is evident.

State or A case lias just been decided in New England 
Interstate? that has bearing upon the proposctl Congres- 
sional probe of the telephone monopoly asked 
by Senator Johnson, of California* 

The Hotel Statlcr, Boston, was erected by union labor. 
The conduits in the build ing designed to carr>^ telephone 
wires were installed by union electrical workers. Wires were 
drawn through these conduits to one room, Room 727, and a 
request was made by the Statler llotel for telephone connec- 
tions from the hotel to the cables in the street* This the tele- 
phone company refused to do* Thereupon the hotel manage- 
ment referred the case to the State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, The commission ruled **that without regard to who 
has selected the wires and put them in place, the company 
shall connect with them if they are properly installed and 
suitable for the service applied for*” Tins brought the tele- 
phone company in direct conflict with the commission, and 
it refused to comply, rushing at once into the courts* The 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts on January 9 ruled in favor 
of telephone monopoly, represented by the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. The court based its decision 
on the grounds that interstate commerce Was affected* '‘As 
wc have already decided, interstate commerce was affected, and 
in this case, therefore, the orders made were beyond the power 
of the commission*'* 

Now to the mind of a layman it is not apparent as to just 
how, and as to just how far, interstate commerce was affected, 
yet the learned court says it was affected, and affected it no 
doubt was* But to what interstate agency shall sucli matters 
be referred? The Interstate Commerce Commission declares 
it has no jurisdiction over the telephone monopoly, no other 
agency obviously has. As this Jourmal pointed out in Janu- 
ary the telephone monopoly i doing an interstate business, is 
virtually free from any federal supervision whatsoever, and 
it is time that that supervision be supplied*

“But this is also true*'* she eontinued, 
“the Ecnl with which the people of America 
can he counted upon to coanbat every mea- 
sure which Bcema to them to eon tern pi ate 
the overthrow of oiir government i# subject 
to misuse, 

“Groups in America who seek to block 
flverylbing in the way of progressive social 
legislation have learned to turn this seal 
to their own advantage. 

"Knowing that they can count upon a 
stalw^art American patriotism, they seek to 
make use of li for their own ends; and the 
complications and mystery in which the 
bolahovih program is Involved make their 
task an easy one. 

“Their method is to characterisi* as bol* 
shtvik every change in our laws nnd Insti* 
tutions which meets their disapproval. 

“The task of distinguishing iadween enr* 
tain Communist enterprises nrid pr<tgre«- 
live movetnonts in line with American ideas 
of democracy seems difficult for certain 
types of mind** — thus Mrs. Sherman har- 
pooned those who though their own stupid- 
ity take up the cry of “bolshevik** against 
everything too new or too difficult for their 
limited intelligence to grasp. 

“The women of Amenca must not shrink 
from identifying themsetvos with n cause 
which appeals to their American sense of 
justice and right simply because some self* 
itiieresled group or some well-meaning but 
misinformed organisation or individual 
charaete rises the cause as tinged with 
Communism. 

“The women of the Federation must not 
be afraid of having their patrSotlim ques- 


tioned when their purpose is the better- 
ment of conditions for women and chil- 
dren" Mrs. Sherman stated — and how much 
more does this apply to ub whoso economic 
w'ollbeiiig, the future of ourslllves* our hus- 
bands and children, Is at stoke? 

“The dub women/* she concluded* “in 
seeking to avoid the charge that they are 
supporting a so-called Communist measure, 
must be careful lest in doing so they per- 
mit themselves to become the unconscious 
tools of the forces of reaction."

Big Bal^cri Make Profiis — Farmers, 
Public, Watktrs Lose 

When you go into the corner grocery and 
pay eight and a half cents for your loaf of 
bread* the grocer collects onu and twenty- 
eight hundredths of a cent merely for 
handling and wrapping it up, while the far- 
mer who grew the wlu'nt only gets one and 
fifteoTi hundredths of a cent for his large 
and laborious share. There really isn't 
much left for the farmer or anyone else 
when the baker reaches in and grabs his 
big share, &J 1 cents! That is what the 
Federal Trade rommisslon reveals in the 


report on bread and flour industries recent- 
ly sent to the Senate. 

For the latsst three-year period avail- 
able* the price of bread in the United Statei 
averaged fl.&S cents per pound, which was 
shared ns follows by the producers and 
flislrlbutors: 

Farmer , . US cents 

Miller - 0.41 cents 

Baker 5.11 cents 

Grocer 1.28 cents 

ilaitroadft and other handlers 0.00 ceuta 

This report* prepared by n commission 
said to bo wholly favorable to liig businoss* 
certainly mokes the farmer soem justified 
in his kicks, and the housewives and others 
who instigated the investigation are shown 
to be right about the danger of monopoly— 
a poasibl# bread trust controlling this im- 
portant food. 

One-half or more of the commcrciul 
broad Is probably produced and sold by a 
comparatively small number of companies, 
the commission found. Among these* the 
Ward, Gcnernl and Conti nentiil corimra- 
tiona, all closely associated tind which 
sought to organize a big holding company 
together* produce almost 20 per cent of the 
count ry'a commercial bread. A tremen- 
douji strength is exerted by these big cor- 
porations, they squeeze the farmer, maul 
their weaker competitors at will, nnd when 
these nre eliminated* watch nut, pubHcl 
Wnrd, Continental and General were 
found to averngo a huge profit of 20 jut 
cent In the ilx years, iy20-IW25, on the ac- 
tual investment. These three lead the field 
of profits In the baking business. Other 
hig eompanica came neat. Underpaid* non- 
union bakery w-orken worked hard lo pile 
up these profits* remember that* you trade 
unionist housewi%*ea! 

The big bakery companies, wbite not at- 
loa'cd to consolidate as they would tike to, 
neverthotess have an association that acts 
to keep bread prices up — the American 
Baker* As.socjatiom Through its “indus- 
trlat relations committee" this group en- 
forces Q code of trade ethics — all competi- 
tion that would result in lowering the price 
Ilf bread to the consumer is barred ns un- 
fair to the Bnkera Association. There are 
many illust rations of the way this commit- 
tee works* in the commisBion'H report— for 
instance 

“* ‘ " It was instrumental in brirfg- 

ing togidhef In its Chicago offices represen- 
tativei of Kappas Brothers. Inc.* a whole- 
sale and retail bakery of Kenosha, VVis.* 
and Ward Baking Company, which 
.shipping into Kenosha bakery products 
from its Chicago plant* offering one loaf of 
bread free with every five and urging the 
retailer to Initiate lower prices. 

“An agreement was reached, which, 
among other things, required Ward to sell 
at prices set by* the local bakers." 

Undivided support to the union bakesHop 
now ii our only defence against ibis grow- 
ing monopoly. 
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The main ceur&e of our i^arty U 
planned as a *‘plate" luneheon for its 
pretty efFeet and also for ease in 
serrlng as the plates are entirely nr- 
ran^ed in the kitchen. The rolls 
should be passed once durinir the 
coarse. 

Use your largest plates, warmed in 
the oven just before armtiffinjc the 
food on them.

The picMe shamrocks are prepared 
as follows: Select deep green, firm 
cucumber pickles, either sweet or 
sour. With a sharp knife cut three 
grooves along the length of each 
pickle. Then slice in thin stjees 
acroas pickle, which will give you a 
shamrock shape. 

Although you may buy your rolls 
from the baker, fresh home-made hot 
rolls are worth a little eastra trouble 
and may be made as fot]own:

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From Sign Language to Radio — Progress Reviewed

T HK that we adore and hum- 

bly bow our knee to science may seem 
to many not only extravagant, but even 
sacrilegious* But before pronouncing judg- 
ment on Mr* Coles, or on Professor Victor 
K. I*evine, who quotes the tribute writh ap- 
proval in his article on “The Spiritual Values 
in Science” we must know more of the scien- 
tific process and of its contribution to both 
the utiUtariati or material and the a pi ritual 
.ftiites of human life* 

We began this series of general articles 
on the development of electrical science with 
ihe classic fable of the source of lire and 
closed with a sketchy introduction to the 
latest creation of man’s mind, the Theory of 
Kelntivity* Between these two extremes is 
the history of man's rise from barbaric and 
ravage modes of life to the comforts and 
culture of the present day* The exact influ- 
ence of every factor that has contributed to 
this tranaformation of man's modes of life 
is impossible to determine, but it can not be 
denied that the development was greatly nc- 
telerated by the discovery of utiliration of 
the forces and energy of nature in place 
of the forces and energy of man. It is this 
substitution of manimate for animiiie forces 
and energy that has made the physical 
sciences so potent in transforming not only 
man’s material surroundings hut his modes 
of thought, and has given him a new* con- 
ception of his relation to the inflniU, The 
results of the scientific achievements so in- 
ad equntely and sketchily treated in the pre- 
ceding 12 articles have ttco aspects; the 
practical or utilitarian* and the cultural or 
sptrituaL Some examples of these aspects 
hove already been briefly pointed out; it is 
t.fio aim of this closing article to briefly sum- 
mnriKC these achieveincrtlB imd to auggest 
their pnictical and spiritual sign ificn nee* 
When Galileo showed that a body free to 
move and subjected to a steady force hud 
iicceierated motion, no practical significance 
attached to the discovery. His conclu- 
•ions were attacked — -not because he laid the 
foundation for the design of power machin- 
ery, which, according to some, enslaves men, 
and, according to others. It sets them free 
from the burden of drudgery—but because 
ijf the spiritual signilicnncc of these scientific 
pri neiplea. 

In this particular instance, Ihc influence 
of the laws of falling bodies on man’s mental 
proi'essoH, and thus on his spiritual line first 
received recognition, and Galileo was de- 
nounced because he dared to deny the va- 
lidity of accepted Tuethods of reasoning* The 
practical aignilicance of these same law^ has 
slowly become manifest through the cen- 
turies as their application to the design and 
construction of power machinery became bet- 
ter understood* 

The second important contribution of Gali- 
leo to modern dynamics was his discovery 
of a means for the Bcctirnte meftsuremeiil 
of time intervals* As the time olemeni 
enlers into almost every activity of man. 
the practical importance of an accurate time- 
piece is quite apparent, although the im- 
portance of Itime measurements is obs^cured 
by the commonness of the timepiece* A 
few examples will, therefore, be given for 
emphasis. 


DonH tniss this article. It sums 
up brilliantly the conclusions 
reached by Professor Jansky in 
his general series on the progress 
of electrical science. It drives 
home and fastens down the sali- 
ent points of this development. 
Though this closes one series, 
March will see the opening of a 
new, in which Professor Jansky 
describes recent inventions and 
discoveries derived from electri- 
cal science. 


In the electrical industry nearly all meaa- 
urementa of electrical quantities involve the 
element of time. The most common one 
is the household measurement of elect ricai 
energy by means of the wntt-houv meter, a 
power measuring instrument and clock 
combined* Thia InBlrument alone provided 
the records for a total charge of nearly 
$2,000,000,000 during the year just passed* 
An error in the time accuracy of thia instru- 
ment will affect n charge of $20,000,000 in 
the United Statesi alone. 

The great importance of transportation in 
modern life needs no explanation. The in- 
dispensability of efficient and effective trans- 
portation systems is obvious* Its lack or 
fatliire often mentis stnn*ation and death. 
The dependence of efficient and adequate 
transportation on accurate time measure- 
ments IB aeldom rcaHied until one misses 
the train. Every railroad and steambaat 
time table is a mute witness to the moment 
of Galileo's discovery in the affairs of men* 
The practical or utilitarian aspect of the 
discovoricfi in electrical science surpass any- 
thing throughout the history of the human 
race, and it is only because of our intimate 
association with the material and utilitarian 
results of these discoveries that we refuse 
to dofT the cap and to bend the knee. 

Effecis Intititnerable 

The number of practical applications of 
permanent miigneta whose properties were 
studied by William Gilbert are too numerous 
to even list. The watt-hour meter men- 
tioned above employs permanent magnotH 
whose constancy is essential to correct reg- 
istration* Every time one listens to a con- 
versation over the telephone, the utilitarian 
value of GilhcrU# experiments is made mani- 
fest* Every magneto generator is likewise 
a silent witness to the Importance of the 
properties of permanent magnets* 

When, however^ we come to a consideratioTi 
of the place ami function in modem life of 
the discoveries of Oersted, Ampere, Volta, 
Ohm, Faraday atid others, we know not 
where to begin nor where to end. Every 
aspect of modern civilization is determined 
and conditioned by the machines, apparatus^ 
and in«trumenls which would have mi exist- 
ence had not these men labored* 

The annual reports of the generating com- 
panies show that a total of 70,0011,000,00(1 
kilowatt hours of energy were generated in 
the United Statea during the calendar year 
just passed* No Btatistica are available for 
energy* generated in other countries, but n 


low estimate would place it ns not less than 
double that generated in the Onited States. 
This grand total of 225,0(10,000,000 kilowatt 
hours is the consequence of Faraday's mov- 
ing a wire acrosa a magnetic held and fhow- 
ing that a current of electricity resulted. 
This stupendous output of the electrical gen- 
erator is enough to create wonder and even 
amaxement in the most phlegmatic intellect; 
but the value of this energy generated falls 
into comparative insigniftcance when com- 
pared vcith the value of other products whose 
production was made possible and necessary 
by the discovery and application of the laws 
of electricity and magnetism. 

The telephone, telegraph, radio, moving 
pictures, the gasoline automobile, electric 
cables, the skyscraper, the aeroplane* electro- 
chemical industries, and innumerable other 
products and industries would be unknown 
Had no one discovered that electricity in 
motion produced a magnetic field and through 
this field exerted a force on nnolher current 
of electricity, 

Trogresi* Summed by Mi^srngers 

The message concerning the victory on 
the plains of Marathon was carried to 
Athenii by a fleet runner: likewise, Caesar 
transmitted his laconic dispatch, “! came. 

I aaw, ! conquered/' to his friends in Home 
by a messenger. Perhaps Commodore Terry's 
*'We have met the enemy and they are qurs/' 
was conveyed to Washington by a courier. 
Tbe message announcing tree’s surrender to 
Grant was transmitted by telegraph and the 
signing of the armistice in the late World 
War was made known instantaneously the 
world over by radio. Thus from 490 B. C* 
to I90CI A. D, or for 24 centuries measagvs 
originating at one source were conveyed 
cither by messenger or wire and delivered 
to some other particular place, and not until 
the last 20 years has it been possible to 
firigitmte a mcs*sage or signal in one place 
iind to upread or to broadcast it olniost 
Instantaneously to another place on n hemis- 
phere, Thus a new agency of human inter- 
course has suddenly come into use and Sts 
ultimate contribution to civUixation and 
human welfare is still a matter of prophecy. 
Not entirely, however, for there are certain 
aspects of radio whose utility needs no dem- 
onstration. It is undoubtedly true that Max- 
welTs solution of the differential equations 
which showed that an electromagnetic wave 
moved through space with the speed of light 
was instrumental in saving some flOO lives 
when the ill-fated Titanic collided with an 
iceberg* 

That is only one outstanding instance 
which shoivs the practical significance of 
radio- telegraphy, a means of communication 
by Max well's ethereal waves. But that is 
only one aspect of the new and recent agency 
of communieatlon. As man's means of com- 
munication improve, bis menial horizon ex 
pands and civilization advances. Radio makes 
possible still further advancement as it, too, 
widens man's mental vision, bringing him 
into immediate contact, not with the past, 
hut with the remote present, thus opening 
a new world to his ken. Man, in regions 
remotf from his fellow beingB, and in regions 
remote from civilizing and educntiotiiil 
forces, is by radio brought within the com- 
pass of these forces and thus becomes an 
active and participating tnember of the 
human family* The activities and doinga of 
others become of more intimate concern to

Aneroid Harometer

It 
is, however, mode evident by a little mechnn- 
iom nttoched to the top of the box, which 
causes the end of u snmil pointer to move 
a considerublo distance around the face of a 
dial covering the box, even when the motion 
of the tin top of the box Is alight, The dial 
roBombles very much the face of a watch, 
but is Bupplied with two seti of (igurca. The 
inner aot indicates the height in inches at 
which a mercury barometer would Htai^d 
under Blmilor condllions of air presaure. The 
outer set, often plncofl upon the movable ring, 
is used to indicate approximately In feet the 
level of the observer nbovo tlie sea.

density of the Air 

If the opening of a pocket bicycle pump 
is closed by means of a finger nnd the 
plunger is then pushed inward, the air within 
the pump la forced by the plunger upon I he 
air, the amnller ia the volume or nmount of 
apnee occupied. The air which has been 
crowded together into a smaller apace is said 
to be more dense. The density of air within 
any space varies with the amount of air 
crow'ded into that space. The upper part 
of the atmosphere rests upon ilinl w-hich is 
below. It posse Bsea weight, and, heenuso of 
this weight, it pushes down upon and com- 
presses the air beneath it. On this account 
the lower parts of the atmosphere ore more 
compressed than the upper partfl, conse- 
quently, the greater quantity of air is found 
near the eurth*s surface. At an elevation of 
1*^ miles above the earth, the density of the 
ftir is less Iban of the density at the 
level of the sea, at miles it is about *v 
the density at sea level nad at 6 miles it is 
less than *4 as great. Half of the entire 
atmosphere is found crowded logcLher within 
miles of the sea level, and about % of 
the atmosphere within d miles of sea level, 
it is evident that HKJ mlSen above the car lb's 
surface the air must be exceedingly thin or 
rare. 

Radio Manufacturing Control 

The control of radio sets is in the ImmU of 
the Radio Corporation, A number of imudl 
llrma have Had difficulty in h ecu ring thoir 
liconBe to build sots for tho year 11*27-10118, 
It is difficult to build an ordinary set witlmut 
violating patent rights held by the Rad In 
Corporation. This calls for the Hiuall dealer 
to agree to terms submitted on a royalty 
basis by the patent holders or go out of busi- 
ness. The history of electrical invontiDtis is 
Just repeating itself in this particular. Tho 
incandescent lamp, electric motors, the tele- 
phone and high rei^istance electric heating 
wire, etc,, all went through a fllmilar exper- 
ience, The method generally used la an 
follows: A patent right law' light la fought 

by the inventor and would-be-plraton. One or 
the other secures a decision in his favor. 
This decision costs a great deal of money, nut 
only for the decision but also to protect it, 
The next problem is how to reimburse the 
depleted treasury. This is done by seUhig 
a royalty rate for every nrlicle made which 
infringes upon the patent held, Tho amount 
collected by this method more than pays nil 
the law suit costs and also brings in a band 
some annual return yearly*

Atmosphere Notes 

The pressure of the air nt sea level Is about 
H,7 pounds per square inch. Every square 
inch of the human body la subjected to a 
preasure of 14.7 pounds* The total atmoa- 
pheric presfluro upon the body amouata to a 
number of tons. The human body is so eon- 
struelpd that it can stand this enormous 
pressure. Fish living at the bottom of the 
sea have a much higher pressure. Fish re- 
moved from this high presBure suiter great 
pain and do not live long, FIbIi taken from 
deep w^ater present n distorted nppeuranco, 
tho swimming bladder often protrudes from 
the mouth, tho eyes arc nearly out of their 
sockotk, Hculcs are forced oiT, This mu»t be 
the pluco whore the phrase *'He is a poor 
lisU'' originated. 

Radlalora of Heat 

Investigators have shown that nnybody 
which abiforbi? heat readily gives it out again 
readily. Such a body is said to radiate beat 
w'hich has been absorbed. The sands of the 
deHcrt of Sahara, which becomes heated 
quickly In the daytime, cools dow'n rapidly 
at night. The dark soil in our clintalo ab- 
sorbs heat readily. WIven the sky is cloudless 
at night, Lbe soil again gives up the heat 
readily ; but if the sky be covered by clouds, 
ibis hcftt will he absorbed by the clouds, and 
ihcit given hack to the air beneath, so that 
cloudy nights ore not as cold na ctoudlesH 
nights.

A mSClTSSIOX OF SOMK ('OMMON

All af u-s who have listened to radio 
tmla from any distance, must have noticed 
the occaHionai fadini: of signals. Local sta- 
tions are not subject to fading, to an ex- 
tent where it would bo noUceable, at any 
rate, Hon a fide fading is a condition which 
has nothing to do with either tho adjust- 
ment of the transmitter nr receiver, but is 
a function of the conditions existing be- 
tween the transuiittcr and roceiver. Tho 
weather and geographical location of sta- 
tions largely alTect the amount of fading. 
Certain stations are said not to fude at all, 
while others at the same distance but in a 
diirerent direction may he very liable to 
the annoyance. Certain stations fade in 
some directions, hut not in others. What' 
ever the cause of the trouhle, we have it 
with us. 

The immediate cause of fading is inter- 
ference between two waves from the same 
transmitting station which have traversed 
dilFerent paths before arriving at the re- 
ceiving station. Whether these different 
paths are both on the surface of the earth, 
or whether they are up in* space. Is a ques- 
tion open to delmie. Far distant stations 
certainty must send their waves up against 
the rellecting layer known to exist many 
miles above the surface of the earth. At 
any rate, if the two (or more) paths are of 
different length, the waves travelling these 
paths will he out of phase Vfith each other 
to II greater or less extent. If these paths 
lire different, but do not change, no fading 
will be observed. It is when one or both 
or hH paths change, due to aimospherk 
conditions existing at the moment, that the 
fiigiiala cither increase in intensity or de- 
crease. The rapidity with which some sta- 
tions fade in and out is aatounding. Fading 
is more pronounced at night than it is in 
the daytime. A possible cure for uncertain 
reception lies in the use of two antennae 
at the receiving end, one horlKontal, and 
ono vertical- On very short waves, it is 
found that when a signal fades out, using 
a vertical receiving antenna, it may be 
brought in by changing to a horizontal one. 

Re-Activating Tubes 

Most of the modern receWlng tubes have 



filaments made of tungsten wire, which ia 
impregnated with thorium. The tungsten 
forms the heating element, while the radio- 
nctivt* thorium supplies the electrons which 
are emit ted when the filament is heated. In 


this manner it is possible to run the fila- 
ment at much lower temperature than 
would otherwise be the case If a certain 
amount of electron emission is to be had. 
This makes for longer lived tubes ami more 
powerful ones. 

When the filament is heated, the thorltim 
atoms near the surface are greatly agitated 
and give off their electrons. The electro ns 
are Uie same whether they come from thor- 
ium or iroii, for that matter. In thu normal 
operation of the tube, when the surface 
supply of thorium gives out it h replen- 
ished by thorium from within the filament, 
tn case the tube is overloaded, it uses up 
thorium much faster than it can be sup- 
plied from the interior of the fllainent. Ten 
per cent filnmiint voltage overload should 
not be exceeded, if maximum life from the 
tubes is to be expected. Running the tube 
at reduced filament voltage will not neces- 
sarily give maximum life, either, since 
there is a tendency for the aurfaci* elec- 
trons to be emitted without a proper re- 
plenishment from the interior. 

Tubes which have deteriorated In ordi- 
nary use may in a great many eases be re- 
activated by burning the fflament at high 



temperature fur a short time. This ‘'Imits** 
out the thorium from the interior of the 
filament. The diagram shows a useful cir- 
cuit for this purpose. The filament is con- 
nected across the secondary of a step-down 
transformer and Is also provided vcith a 
voltmeter. With normal voltage on the 
filament, and fifty volts on the plate and 
grid (tied together) the milliammeter, MA. 
should read, for a good tube, 6 m, a. for a 
-Ufl type tube and 25 m. a. for a fli-a type 
tube. If less than this, the tube can be 
improved. Three volt tubes sbould he 
burned for one aecond at 12 voHs and then 
for five minutes at 4 volts. IMve volt tubCH 
should he Hashed at 1^1 volts for one second 
and “^‘cooked'' for five minutes at T volts. 

Matching Impedances 

When two circuits are coupled together, 
as in radio practice, a maximum transfer 
of energy takes place when the Inipeiianees 
of the circuits are equal. For instiince, if 
we wish to get al] the energy out of the 
plate circuit of a vacuum tube, then the im- 
pedance of the circuit which the tube feeds 
should equal that of the plate circuit of 
the tube. It is manifestly impossiljlc tu get 
11 good transfer of energy when tho iniped- 
aliens of coupled circuits are unequal. Two 
tuned circuits transfer a maximum of en- 
ergy one from the other when they are 
tuned to the same wavelength, or in other 
words when their impedances arc equal and 
lowest for that frequency. 


The -Oi-a type tube has a relatively high 
plate impedance, around 12,P00 ohms when 
used with yO volU on the plate and proper 
grid bias. If we use this tube to feed a 
loudspeaker tho impedance of which is but 
5,000 ohms, we see that there can be no ef- 
ficient transfer of energy. What does get 
across is distorted more or less. The plate 
impedance of a -90 type tube is even higher 
and explains why good quality reproduction 
cannot be had from a speaker fed by this 
type of tube. 

The answer to the question, what shall 
we do, is found in using tubes of the 
proper plate impedanee to match that of 
the speaker. Another way of doing it, 
though less efficiently since it involves the 
use of additional apparatus and thereby in- 
troducing losses into the circuit, is to 
change the apparent impedance of the 
speaker to conform to that of the tube. Or, 
looking at it the other way around, to 
change the apparent output impedance of 
the tube to match that of the speaker. This 
can he done by the use of a coupling trans- 
former of the proper characteristics. If we 
insert a transformer in the plate circuit of 
the tube, the ratio of whose impedances, 
primary to sec(mdnrj% is the same as the 
ratio of the impedances to he balanced, a 
marked improvement will result, provided, 
however, that the transformer is so de- 
signed that it itself iloes not consume much 
energy. The primary impedance of this 
transformer, secondarj' open, should be 
several times that of the plate impedance 
of the tube feeding it, 

FilleHng in Shielded Bets 

There has conic into popular use a type 
of shielded set that has many features war- 
ranting its uae. We refer to the use of in- 
dividual ^'cana” for shielding the various 
stages of r. f. amplification. This system 
allows one to build up a complete set from 
units, each containing the tube, tuning ele- 
ments, etc,, appertaining to that stogt». All 
the cans may be mounted on a baseboard 
or frame and grounded. 

The purpose of such shielding is to pre- 
vent magnetic and capacity feed-back or 
coupling between stages which might other- 
wise be troublcRome in one form or an- 
other. If the ahinlding is to be as effective 
as possible, asuuming the metal thereof to 
be sufTiciently thick, precautions should be 
taken to prevent coupling between stages 



through connecting and eomnion power 
supply wiring* such as the plate supply 
line.

Idghtntng Apparntus 

The term lightning protector la uaed in 
preforonco t.n lightning arrester* The word 
"arrest/* according to the dictionary, means 
to "stop action of/' The so-calted lightning 
arresters do not in every caee stop the 
action and effects of lightning nor does any 
manufacturer make the claim that they arc 
infaJIible. They do, however, afford protec- 
tion or inauranee against lightning damage 
to electrical apparatus. The measure of 
protection which is afforded ta determined 
to a considorabTe eatent by the investment 
which can be made in protective apparatus 
to supply tho protection. Tha development 
of lightning protocUun ujipaifttus has been 
very rapid on account of the huge growth 
of high voltage tmnsmlsslon linea through- 
out the country. A lightning prolector is 
an electrical safety valve. Tha duty of 
the proteqtor on an electrical system la to 
relieve the system of abnormally high volt- 
ages, in a manner somewhat almllar to a 
safety valve in whirh the safety valve re- 
lieves a steam boiler of an excessively 
high steam pressure. Just as the safety 
valve jihould stop the escape of team after 
abnormal conditions have been relieved, so 
should a lightning protector stop the dow 
of current after the high potential has been 
relieved. Thus, any device which will, under 
the fnduence of a voltage above normal, 
permit current to flow through It and which 
will, when the abnormal conditions cease 
to exist, stop the flow of that current, con- 
stitutes a lightning protector. 

Outlet Room Centering 
One way of accurately bndifig the center 
of a room is as follows: Snap two chalk 
lines from comer to corner diagonally* 
With a plumb bob plumb down to the in- 
tersection of the crosied linei from the 
coiling and then mark your ceiling outlet. 

Running Threads 

On concrete construction it becomes nec- 
essary at times to securely tack a running 
thread. When this becomes nocosiary cut 
a coupling of the right size in hnlves and 
use each half as an ordinary locknut, 
against the pipe coupling. 

Compound 

The held consists of two seta of coils, one 
series and the other ihunt. When enough 
series eolls are wound on, to offset exactly 
any fall in terminal voltage due to Increased 
armature drop, and the armature reactions, 
the machine la said to be fiat -com pounded. 
When tho terminal voltaic Hftci slightly 
with the lead, It Is said to bo ovor-com* 
pounded. 


Preacn-ing Poles 

Owing to the Increased scarcity of timber 
there la a growing Interest In preservative 
methods that endeavor to impregnate tha 
polo with some chemical aolutlon which 
shall auecessfuliy resist or retard decay, 
but with the exception of what has been 
cnlfed creosotlng few havo found much 
favor. By this method the pole Is placed 
in a large tank hermetically sealed. After 
the tank fs dosed super-heated steam is 
applicfl and the pole cooked sulBdently to 
raise Its temperature to about 250 degrees. 
Then by means of an air pump the tank Is 
exhausted and the sap In the pole tends to 
flow outward and may bo removed from 
the tank. This is intended to thoroughly 
season the pole, after which the tank is 
flUed with dead oil of tar (creosote) and 
hydrostatic pressure applied, until such a 
quantity of oil Is forced into the timber aa 
may be specified. 

ft is usual to specify that croosoting 
shall be don# with a steam pressur# of not 
less than 45 pounds applleil for not Ies!» 
than four hours and then a vacuum of not 
less than SO Inches until all the sap ceases 
to flow. 

AutomnHc Ilcaiiiig Pots 

Electric melting pots have been found well 
suited for the melting of babbitt and other 
soft metnla. The larger melting pots have 
a normal holding capacity of 150, 750 nod 
1,500 pounds of metal respectively. They 
arc regularly equipped with automatic tem- 
perature control. 

They will quickly melt and automatically 
maintain at the proper working temperature 
soft metals, such as solder, babbitt, lead, 
line, etc., which can b# poured at tempera- 
tures he tween 450 degrees and 050 degrees 
Fahrenheit. They occupy very lUtlo floor 
space. 

The crucible is cast In one piece and Is 
made of a special slloy wlitcli IiUh h very 
high resistanco to the corrosive action of 
babbitt. Tho outer casing ts made of ahcct 
Bteol. The heating element supplies ilr# beat 
t»veiily over tho wall of tho erueihlo.

Perhaps the most into Testing motor applJ- 
eation to marhtno tools It found In the 
rapid cycle reversing equipments, as ap- 
plied to planers and ilolters, otc. The pres- 
ent day improved adjuslable speed motor 
and control now manufactured insures ndi- 
able equipment requiring minimum atten- 
tion. Belt trouble bocornet a thing of the 
past. The speed generally used sad recog- 
nised as standard by prAeticnlly alt pUncr 
manufni'turors Is 250 to 1,000 revolutions 
per minute.

Screw the tap plug into the current tap 
plate at the flgure Indicating the value 
m>areat to the minimum secondary current 
at which the relay is desired to function. 
See that the shoulder of the plug fs firmly 
Heated against the tap plate, insuring good 
contact. From 1.6 to 3 times the normal 
secondary current is generally suitable for 
the current ietting, depending upon operat- 
ing conditions. 

The time required for the relay to close 
the contacts with n given multiple of tap 
setting current can be varied by changing 
the position of the time lever o%*er the scale. 
Changing the time lever setting Alters the 
initial position of the disk and, therefore, 
changes the Amount of rotation necessary 
in oilier to dose the contacts. 

Tho scaJo is graduaUd from 0 to 10. and 
the device it adjusted so that when the 
time lever fs set on xoro, the rontucta arc 
just closed. With a time lever setting of 
10, the disk ha$ a maximum amount of 
travel and the time of operation for a given 
overload if n maximum. 

Changing Current Setting 
To change the current setting with the 
relay in service, take the spare tap plug 
from the bottom of the frame an^ screw it 
into the currtmt tap plate at the current 
valut* desired, before removing the other 
lap plug. Thia procedure prevents opening 
the current transformer secondary circuit 
and obviates the necessity of short-circuit- 
ing th* secondary of this trAnsformer. 

Never allow both lap plugs to remain in 
the current tap plate. Never remove both 
plugs from the plate when the circuit is 
energixeri. 

Accuracy of the Relay 
Variations in frequency and wave form 
affect both the current and the time setting 
of fniNirtion ndnys. The relay fs carefully 
adjusted before shipment by testing with 
current of average wave form at the fre- 
quency marked on the name plato. 

If, when tested, the minimum tripping 
current is found not to agree with the tap 
plug setting, it can be brought back in 
agreement by readjusting of the hexagonal 
ndjuaiing screw at the left side of the relay 
under the index plate, 

Under actual operating conditions, the 
values on the current tap plate and index 
plate are reasonably close approximations 
to actual values that will be obtained. 
However, setting the relay time lever ac- 
cording to the data on the index plate may 
be expected to give results closer than can 
be obtained by setting in accordance with 
stopwatch tests. When set, the nday will 
repeat its performance under the same con^ 
ditions with a very high degree of accuracy. 

A Grounded <*oil 

A gi'oundtfd coil can be found by using the 
method given in a former note on 
Insulation/' 

Tn replacing a fleld coil make sure that the 
polarity of the pole differs from thni of 
either adjacent polo. The polarity can be 
tested with a small bar magnet or a piece of 
hteel wire suspended from ita center by a 
string. In holding the magnet near the pjoles 
succeaslvely, it should reverse st each pole; 
t, e., no two successive poles should attract 
the same end of the magnet

Curly Hale, *fohn Smith 
and floss Parker, give to pressure regula- 
tion, the variations of bus voltage, and con- 
trol of pressure on individual feeders fthe 
ti'ansformer type regulators). 

The tank type of oil switch controls the 
transformer and they can be disconnected 


entirely on both sides. The switches on 
iho incoming lines are capable of opening 
the entire load under emergency conditions. 
They are of oil break type with fire-proof 
compartments for each pole. The switches 
are equipped for protection from short cir- 
cuit by a set of current transformers on 
each line. The Une side swutches are pro- 
tected by overload relays and 2,300 volt bus 
by reverse energy relays, to guard against 
the failure of a transformer coil. The rc- 
1,1 ys are conveniently located on the switch- 
board, 

7Tie remote control switches are indi- 
cated to the operator by pilot lamps of red 
and green on ihc operating board. Each 
feeder is provided with an ammeter to in- 
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dicate the load curried and a voltmeter in 
connection with a Une drop compensator to 
indicate the feeder-end pressure to the 
Operator. 

On the main bus there is a power factor 
indicator and the high voUtigo conductors 
betw*een oil switches and busses are in- 
.siiiated with varnished cambric und sup- 
ported on suitable insulators. 

The lead sheaths of jneoming lines and 
oulgiiing feeders are terminated in suitable 
potheads which serve to dissipate any static 
that accumulates and exclude moisture 
from the insulniion of the cables.

And now It is left up to us to pick up the 
reina which Brother Pollard held so 
strongly and carry on the work where be 
left olT. Our new business agent. Brother 
Tom Elder, is fully capable* having wnrfeed 
with Brother PoBard and gaining consider- 
able experience in handling xituntionp we 
aro confronted with and with the whole 
hearled support of the men we're hoping that 
Brother Pollard'a wishes and plannings for 
our growth and advancement may be a 
reality. Funeral services wnre hold at n 
local undertaking chapel where hundreds 
of frlitnds gathered to pay a lasting tribule 
to the man we all loved so well. 

His body was taken to St. l,ouis for 
burial. Brothers J. H, Childress, J. B. 
Uaitey, J. L, Carver* W* J, Foster from 
Local Union No. 84 and Brothers J. S. 
Hughes and II, B. Barber from IXK'al Union 
No. <U3 were pall bearers. Locals No* 1 and 

2 of St, Louis furnished an honorary escort 
to the grave, St, Louis was Brother PoltarTFs 
home town, he was a former prusident of 
Local No. 2. We are sure we pot him away 
just as he would have wanted to he — -ti 
perfect Union man's funeral. Everything 
being union made, the undertakers wnre 
union* also tho cab drivers who took the 
crowds to and from the cemetery.

True we have 
un organ Istati on thnt is known over a good 
portion of the world, but aside from tiuil 
what arc we doing at present to better the 
ronditions of the electrical worker of 
tomorrow 7 

The ability of the L B. E. W, haa been 
made possible through the combined 
strength of its separuto locals, and the 
prestige thnt is enjoyed by its ofliccra has 
been gained through the so same ehannuls. 
Why then should we not build an organiza- 
tion that is better than the one we now 
have? Why should the L B. E, W* play 
second hddle to any craft? And especially 
why, when all you can road about at thU 
day uTid date la power, and that power is 
electrical* 

It is true- UmL when you speak to an etec- 
trical worker of power, that the first thing 
that enters his mind *s KAV', or K*VA* but, 
on the other side of our purticuTar cjiae, I 
hare jeeon power ufied that had no rolalien 
w-hatevor to either of those expressinna 
l■xcept in tho abatract* Getting juwt as close 
to home ha possible, I might call to your ni- 
tention the industrial assOCiiUiohs, scattered 
all over our half of the globe, and they have 
a power that has to he reckoned with, and 
that power Is made stronger through atatc 
if not natiomil associations. 

Even closer than this w'e have the bundors 
exchange of those cities large enough to 
Huppori local unions of the different crafts, 
and these exchanges are now forming slate 
und naturally with one Idea In 
mind. Bower, nothing else but, and that 
power isn't to be used with the betterment 
of organized labor the idea m view. Their 
creed is the open shop and their motto 
see ms to be “Ourselves, first, second and 
third.” 

They say, and we know it to ite the truth, 
that no real necessity was ever nepiled by 
man that man has failed to get, and I for 
one. tltlnk that we need and should get an 
organization, not to fight unless we hnvo to. 
hut to meet the ever growing nicnnce of Ihu 
builders' exchange. If their policy is going 
to be state wnk, let’s make oura state wide. 
We can do It easily enough am! 1 think wo 
should by forming state assodations. that 
could create a closer relationship tietwoen 
the locals of the state and help in the form- 
ing of laws that would be of benefit to our 
organization. 

Wo speak, offhand, «kf our organ i*nt ion 
and think we have a good one. Let me give 
you something to think abotil* Consider — 
the doctors— beyond doubt the strongest 
union In the world, and they have ptnic 


afisociatiotiH with laws Unit nri- rigidly ml* 
hcred to, The lawyers, probably next, 
dentists, women's clubs, all these dinner 
clubs, the printers, cnrpetiten, plumbers, 
and 1 could go on, and then last but nat 
least the bricklayers, strong enough Ihiit 
they evon Ignore the A, F* nf L.. nnd then 
Jr ere comen the l.■lectric]an— If I iim correct I y 
informed tin* wike guy who paased the 
cxuminatlons of your Uncle In hia recent 
little fracas, with the highest percentage 
of any craft — as w craft — nod xvhai has he? 
Whnt? Ohl You. I noticed ihal plaea where 
they were drawing 50 cents an liour. 

They spenk of training, i, e*, the doctors 
etc., ihitlr cnlh'gc educntlon, what it costs 
them to learn all rhia. 'I'hey speak nf yod 
nfi though you walked along the streets and 
picked up your knowledge from the gutter. 
11 has no weight with them that you spend 
four or five yi^ars juHt lenrnifig, that in 
those four or five years you don't know 
much about iJiu electrical buHlneas, They 
don't give you credit for knowing that then- 
arc dociurs that are just as rotten me- 
chanics in their line ns tome of the worst 
in oura. 

But again can you blame them for boost- 
ing their own trade, not 1. I urn only sorry 
that the organization of which I niji u atem- 
Jter. la nat us strong an theirs, and I am 
perfectly willing to do my little do In 
making It so. 

Brother Schadlng of L. !L No. I say a, 
"Harmony of opinion should precede wrillen 
contracts/' for which 1 can say. beyond 
doubt. Whenever you convinco the con- 
iractar i»f that truth, which la the truth, 
that Ills IntiTcsts are identical with yours, 
you arc on the road to amicable relations, 
with lie Iter working conditions and wage^ 
the re ward. There seems to be. however, 
-Home con tract ora that are hard to convince 
hut a gatid urgaaizatioa will help a hit In 
the task. 

I would hi' ploascfl to hear from any or 
all the UichIh of California that might tic 
interested in reforming the council that at 
one time wan welt on its way in our state 
and I will say for this local thnt w^e are 
about lOd per cent for it and feel that it 
is one of the best things that could be doric 
towards [uiLUng the olectricaJ workers of 
I'alifornla bnek on the map with some at thi? 
conditions that we onre enjoyed.

When a hick of employment prevails in 
a community, two classes arise, the pessi- 
mistic, comptttining. fuuU -finding type, which 
so often rcMorts to the pnlroniatng of the 
exceedingly non-union and unfnir distilling 
industry in order to quell their inner dis- 
turbances, and an opposite set that will, at 
times, ilt and converse over the existing 
riinditiona iind In a figurative way formulate 
plans that might possibly alleviate a 
recurrence. 

Therefore, ms the news from this local 
would be slmflar to that of nearly mil other 
locals whoiic press secrctariei take advan- 
tage of these columns, which is, "Very little 
work, not mueh doing, travelling Brothers 
kindly keep away; many unemployed/' etc., 
etc,, we will report upon the pro and con 
arguments of the latter set fiientioned above, 
which follow In this light. Although for- 
lunaU-ly no sickness or deaths are visiting 
r»ur ranks, yet how advisable it may be to 
consider the joint Insurance plan to replace 
our present assessment iystem as a financial 
protection to our younger membership, in- 
asmuch ii» the gray hairs are now begin- 
ning to predomifinte, nnd n few* suceesaivi- 
deaths would mnterially niTect the fi nan chi I 
standing of many of the members Inter 
estfd. Again a stiemlngly unanimous opin- 
ion ia that with n sec rotary of some otfidul 
ca|ineity placed at the btlcplione during 
working hours, beknown to the contractors 
and employers, would prevent the borrow 
Ing of men and give a more cqultabk dis- 
tribution of the work In hanil. 

And during busy spelU the advisabUity 
of gaining help from other electrical organ- 
isBtTons and neighboring locsls, 

.4nd olhcr arguments that would take the 
' Higher Eps” to answer, as; whether or not 
the iMernational Is beconung too autocratic, 
since the autonomous policy of obi is 
gradually fading away when considering 
the smaller loculi. The sorrowful happen- 
ing to L. I , .No, 2d, which when organised, 
their work nnd conditions gained were given 
to another local. The last convention and 
it« action In salar>' raising at a time when 
non-unionism is on the Increase, without 
any apparent effort to organise the non- 
union element- 

Another well founded argument, although 
deepseated and far fetched, is to the effect 
that organised tabor is receding, with the 
cause placed to the leaders who will not 
allow their conditions to advance nnd change 
with the age, counting the number of in- 
ternationals throughout the country, the 
number of conventions yearly with an ever 
increasing overhead to contend with, and 
that it has proven that an Increasing over- 
head will be the undoing of any well founded 
organisation. 

And so much for these pro and con argu- 
ments, although of course, there are more. 


it all bringa to mind the address of ** Felix 
Holt*’ to the working men where he states; 
"And every member of a union believes that 
the wider be can spread his union, the 
stronger and surer will be the effects of 
it/' But goes on to sai', ''That any large 
body of men is llkdy !o have more of stu- 
pidity, narrowness, and greed than of far 
sightednesi* and generosity, and that it i> 
plain that the number that resist unfair- 
ness and injuiy' arc in danger of becoming 
injurious In their turn."

Now that No. 2;i8 has a press secrotii ry 
wn want you to know that we exist nml just 
eiiniigh lilniut Us as a local to faniilinrisio 
you wflli ua. We are all to ourHolvnfl here 
in the weatern part of the state with no 
nth or electrical locals near u«, ami are the 
*irmige«t of the local crafts. We are Inter- 
ested in promoting unionUm Lhnmgh the 
huilding trade* council, and In Asheville we 
haven*t a single craft not repreaonled in 
that organixnlion. W'e are happy to say 
that membera of No. 238 were among the 
Irnding omcers of the building trades 
council at a time when the building trades 
were all but gone. Some of mir old time 
electrtcrana and a few membecB of the 
other crafts got together with the thought 
that it could be done, nnd realising thut 
after all w^hat we get out of life l« propor- 
tional to what wc put into it. In leas than 
iUghteen months every craft j« back in the 
building trndeii council, with all old ques- 
tions <eltlrd, and now we are building a 
IfiP.nmt laJior temple. When wo can pel all 
union men to reaii^:e what we have, then the 
sky iR the limit, but keep it in mind what 
\vt' get is profmriional to what we put into 
life. 

Lust spring when the new agreements 
were being negotiated No. 238 found itself 
up against n stone w'aJl with efforts being 
made hy all general cun tractors to cut 
w'agos- We did not ask for atiy Increnae in 
wages but only to retain the old scale. We 
were the first of the local crufts to come up 
for an agreement to be sighed, iind had to 
lose a few^ days work but won out, not by 
force but by square dealing ami with no help 
from the International Office. We could not 
get ibe InternaUnnai Office to send us a 
representative when v,*e needed him. We 
arc so lircaleii that we are out of the path 
and were not given the notice we should 
liftve, however, we have since our difficulty 
Imen aide to get Mr, Green, president of the 
KVdenition of Lahor, and one of our vice 
presidents to this part of the state, Preai- 
<Jent Green found, as many otliors have, n 
wonder spot of the United Stntea and a 
(inssibility of union expansion ihnt he was 
^urprtBeij at. 

No. 23H Is not IntereBted in using the 
JoL'EKAt^ to blow its horn through but to 
let the rest of the Broth erhomi know that 
we are fighting fair and square for all that 
unionism stands for and not to fight eon- 
iractorfi but fight with them. Here in 
A.sheville the local crafts all try to maintain 
a high standard of work. You have no 
trouble to tell a union man's work from the 
other kind. We have night ichools for our 
men and iiisiiit with as much power as pos- 
nilde that our helpers take every advan- 
tage of these scbools. Also thero aro many 
non-union men going to Uteae ir'IiooIr, who 
hy their association with union men will 
hecome union men. Wc are trying to live 
as a Brotherhood and to get every man to 
he a Brother, and to go hnnd tn hnnd and a 


mouth shut when it will harm a Brother or 
the Brotherhood. 

Someone has said better to keep your 
mouth shut and have It thought that you 
are a fool than to open It and confirm it." 

1 believe that if this quotation was framed 
nml put into a prominent place In every 
organization we would have a lot of trouble 
eliminated. Union men need to have higher 
idiMits* there are thouaands who merely 
exist; you moot thorn in the streets of the 
city stunted and narrow chested, who just 
nmtioge to keep soul and body together, who 
go to bed weary and hopeless. 

What uaionism today needs is some means 
of bringing a new' riinral tone to the work- 
ing clftHs. This Im not to say the morals of 
the working class arc gone, but industrial 
revolution has brought the factory with 
human labor supplanted with machine labor 
am! with that thu prolilem of mnlntnining 
the moral standard of iho people. If wc as 
union labor am to take our place am] have 
the prestige ifi the i ml vi atrial world, we will 
linve ti3 strive harder for education, and 
for the great amHs. better moral character, 

Y<»u cannot trust n man who has no char- 
acter, regard less of w ho he is. We need more 
unselfish leaders, who are willing as our 
forefathers were to struggle and overcome 
difftculUes, who arc willing by their llv'ea 
to be characters which are an examplo for 
younger generiitionji. We have in our or- 
gan isaiions many earnest men, but wc have 
no organised eifort iimottg them. There 
is much to he done — the crude legislation 
lhat is pulled over the working man's eye, 
such as the matter of compensation for ac- 
cidents am! dentil. If we don*t In the indi- 
vidual locals develop men who are capable 
of supporting the International Officers we 
are not advancing, wc are slipping hack. We 
have to be more awake than ever to combat 
the problems we are now facing and those 
to come, with a spirit of Brotherhood and 
highur morn] standards. 

I4!t us send men, union men, dean cut and 
sobor, with education and character to our 
legislature, and with surh, men unselfish, 
and with only i*ne object, that of advancing 
life for the working man, by insisting nnd 
knowing whnt he is doing for true leglslii- 
ticui that will nftocl working conditions and 
have n profound iriflvicnce on the inonils of 
the working man. Let our union stand for 
that Olid men won't keep out* they will all 
be in. So with IhiH thought off my mind, 
nnd hoping I shaU hoar from any who arc 
interested in Litis side of unionism,

Every one is working here and ai^ far as 
T know nil are contented. And the weather 
is of the finest. Every month finda n few 
more hutton.<s uri thu hats of our boy* here 
(new ones, no old ones). Some of our de- 
linquents have come hack, but the bunch of 
men here who have gone without that badge 
of distinction, that emblem of good fellow- 
ship and a good loyal worker, are irtili pad- 
dling their own canoes. There arc only n 
few of this type, hut a few is too many, **» 
It prevents the local from boasting of a l*iu 
per ceni local and that if« our goal. 

There Reems to he a feeling here among a 
few of the foremen that do not belong, that 
the members of No. 2-tfi are not giving them 
the co-operation that they do the Brother 
foremen. This I do not believe is true, at 
least ha.s never lumie to my at ten ti on. for 
we arc all emplayees of the same firm ami 
it Is our duty to perform the taskn set out 
for us and the few caHew of the argument ^ 
and disputes amrmg the men here in the Inst 
year are proof that there is harmony amo ng 
the men. 


We have our obstaeles here like anywhere 
else, but to be frank with you nil, my belief 
is that our greatest obstade lies within our 
own rnnks. We are our worst enemies. 

Placing a local union on a hualncRS basis 
— first any auccessful business is advertised 
and then the product of that particular busl- 
nest It introduced first by circular and 
sample, nnd second, by salesmen. Business 
is governed by the number of satisfied cus- 
tomers that have tried bis product and if 
after the pr<jdurt is once tded and found 
to be of inferior quality Ihen sales fall and 
the fatal results foTlow. 

What we lack is these aatesmen, as we 
have no representative in the field; we have 
no advertising means other than the button 
on our hat. These men here have all tried 
our product at one time or other nnd some 
bitter ingrc^dlent has made of them dissails- 
flod customcrH and our sales are falling olf 
fU ft rapid rate. And w'hni we need here In 
Toledo is Himuj one that Ctin call on the 
trade j uome orui that con spam the time to 
neo our old caatumers; a t^alei^inoa. that be* 
lieves In the product ho sells and pushes it 
to the lop. We can't expect to continue to 
da a cash-nnd-corry business; wc must take 
our pro|toaition to the prospect with a con- 
vincing argument and show him where we 
have the supefior product. Until we do 
this we are kidding ourselves. If we could 
iecure till! services of the right kind of a 
salesman here for just a few weeks I be- 
lieve we could sell every' one working on our 
job hen'^ our membership. They all want it; 
they all know that it is the proper thing 
for them. They know that it le best for 
all conecrripil if all w'ere inside. They all 
know that it's purely through the efforts of 
No, 245 that we have the conditions they 
now enjoy. They know that the local was 
insirumenlal in getting for them a wage 
scale that is by far the best within a radius 
of a goud many miles. But yet they remain 
with this one faction in a body waiting to be 
flold and it must be done in one sale and 
we have no salesman to send out to them. 
Tho»e of us who think enough of It to call 
al the office and pay our obligation continue 
on the list, hut those who hellovc In the 
ho use-to- house canvass idea and arc? never 
home or hitve no money when you cfill are 
never coniidercil regular cURtomera* hut if 
Nu. 2-ifi hud some one to muki* these calls, 
some one to ilevote a little time each week 
in calling on these men, if for no other 
reason than to spread good fellowship 
among them, we would Ntand in a better 
position to collect good fellowship in return, 

Wc have no business agent here because 
we can't afford to pay a full-time salary of 
say sixty dollars a week for that office, 
being too Riiiall a local, hut if we were to 
have some help on these lincH for it little 
lime from a man who U an organizer, it 
wouldn't be long before we could have a 
paid bujtincfia agent, for In this vicinity 
there is no limit to the different little com- 
panies in smaller towns that could he organ- 
ized, There arc telephone men here who 
could be organized: there are many other 
different crafts of electrical work that may 
be affiliated in a way with the trade and 
could maybe made a paying local, but with^ 
out a man in the field we are just kidding 
ourselves, and that's that. 

The city men have placed so many red and 
green signal lights at intersecllons here 
that a stranger would think a fleet of Uncle 
Sam's buttleships was anchored In town dis- 
playing their starboard and port lighla. 
There's one at almost every intersecUon in 
town now and Winbrennor R&yi that he and 
Flaywortd arc splicing cable now for linos 
fur the Dixie Highway for the farniers' 
lanes.

I notice that some of the International 
Oflicers have signed agreement.*^ with the 
majority of the large conslruction com- 
panies. and J believe we could have the 
same if our L O, would look after our 
inter»f»t» and have our welfare at heart. 
The L. U, would feel much belter toward 
the I, O. I could mention ense^ where the 
larger construeUon companies have re- 
marked that your I, O. won't do anything 
for you. .And for what reason ? Of course 
that leave us in nn emharmssing poiition.

profcKM lo know how he docs it, hut he docs. 

Wc are In hopes that thia change will 
heneflt every one who is really Interested 
and ralae the standard of wiring and nlso 
the standard of safety- We can only vmlt 
and see.

1* *'The individual who plans a home or 
sUire or garage enjoys earlier completion 
and occopancy, avoids summer scarcity of 
labor and mntenals and brings closer the 
day whitn be pays rent only to himaelt/' 

2- "The contractor reduces overhead, 
keeps his crews intact, and pays only normal 
ivages, thereby earning a uniform rate of 
profit." 

3. "The builder of large ofilce and apart- 
ment buildings meets the spring demand for 
now quarters and hastens the receipt of 
tangtblc returns on capital Invested*" 

4* "I,abor benefits by all year employ* 
ment yielding a steady income and by elim- 
i nation of the need of a socondary trade." 

5* "tMunidpalities and other governmental 
groups proceed with improvcmenli on an 
uninterrupted schedule and thereby hUU* 
iUse local business^" 

6* "(tencral business profits in that 
money which would otherwise remain idle, 
continues in circulation and the buying 
power of individuals is malntBlncd/' 

To sum up* The owner beneftts by getting 
occupation of his building earlier and does 
not run the risk of construction delays due 
to scarcity of material or labor, and all 
these hencfils come to him without increase 
in cost or suerlfice of (Quality or 

workman ship. 

The contractor benefits by the even dis- 
tribution of overhead and iirnfUs over the 
twelve montbjd of the year and hy being able 
to keep his personnej intact. 

Labor benefits by steadier employment. 

The Imteher, the baker* and the candle- 
stick maker benefit because the buying 
po^ver of thousands does not drop. Business 


depression always follows a building slump* 
Big business is beginning to realiito that 
surplus goods can’t be sold If the workers 
lock the buying power and winter construe* 
lion la one step toward kueping this buying 
power up.

All of which 
goes to show that various locals nnd cotii- 
rminiticH must make their own conditionB 
wdth only an occasional visit by an L V. V. 
International Officers* jobs ore to keep and 
promote harmony among allied building 
crafts unit if necessary whip nn oceaBlonal 
insurgent cruft iiito line through the build- 
iiig iriiiicK dejmrtment of the A, F. of L. The 
main job of the L 0., how'ever, is to develop 
iivtorimtlonnl policies, look after the general 
interests of its various local* and in doing 
this It must frequently w’hip InKurgent locals 
of the Brotherhood into line. 

Getting back to Milwaukee and MTAconsin. 
it might bo interesimg Ui note thal wc have 


just cumo through what might bo called a 
reiuurkiible year In the building industry. 
According to a flurvey comploted by S, W*

in goneral did throughout the United States. 

Snturdiiy night, January 2if* J happened tg 
tune in the old radio on KDKA right In the 
middle of nn address being delivered by 
Secretary of Labor Dnvis to the veterans of 
the Westinghouse corporal leu, whu were a»- 
semblcfl at their annual hanquet. 

One of the things thiil Mr. lluvifi called 
our ntlentlon to wms the remarkable achieve* 
meat of keeping ho tnany agiid man engaged 
in prndtiction in one single organization. In 
the next brent h the secretary of labor inudod 
thcrto veteriinH for making it posMible for the 
fanner to work longer hourfi simply because 
he had an electric light in his sin hies. Then 
he also nienUoned the fact that the electrical 
induHtry, of w’hieh these vote runs arc a part, 
in removing the burdena from the backs of 
men and, in effect, they are making it pos- 
ftibic for one man to do the work of many 
men by the uae of machinery driven by the 
eleel.ric motor and other electrical devicea. 
Mr. DnvU, however, did not mention to what 
extent he was ntudylng thlfl situation with a 
view to relieving the unemployment brought 
about by this mass production of wl|ich the 
electrical induatry la such a gfeiit and im- 
portant factor. On the contrary, Mr, Davis 
said that Inasmuch as ho has btM?n successful 
in the mlniinistration of the department of 
Inbor for flovornt yenrfl without n conitRfta- 
Mionnl invoflligation, ho W'ould see tn it that 
ho goes out of office nt the end of his present 
term as HPeretnry of labor with a clean 
record and no congressional investigation 
against him. In other worda* much cannot 
be cxpectH of the socretiiry ns regards un- 
employment* 

I have conic to the conclusion that all men 
w’hn become veterans in any organization 
shoulii he peiiflioned Immedtiitely and retired 
frum iiroductlon nctivlttes nnd their jobs be 
given in other and younger men. That, I be- 
lieve, w’ould to some extent relievo the un- 
employment situation. If every large or* 
ganlxntlon in the country w’ould adopt a 
similar program the result would be all the 
grualor. What mutters a few tnlllionfl losp 
In dividends tn stockholders to me? Nothing.

Our new contract went IrUn WTect a short 
time buck and 1 ihlnk all the Brothers are 
pretty well satisHcd with It, Local No. 500 
ns some of you know, la a mixed local* made 
tip mostly of i*ntplnyect of the San Antonio 
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Public Service Cxjmpnny and having: con- 
tr&ctii with that company only. We have a 
few members, however, who do not work for 
them. 

Some time back I noticed a letter in the 
WoRKEir sii^gCBting that Iho dilTerent locals 
drop a few words from time to time with 
regard to working conditions in their re- 
spective localities, so I am going to try to 
outline briefly the working conditions and 
wage scales of our present contract, 

Kight hours shall constitute a day’s work 
between the hours of 8 o, tn. and 5 p, m,, 
with one hour for lunch, 

CH^ertime rates arc as follows: On week 

days the first four hours from 6 p. m, to 9 
p, m, paid at the rate of time and one-half, 
the remaining eleven hours at the rate of 
double time. On Sundays and holidays, from 
12 midnight to 8 a, m., paid, at the rate of 
double time. First four hours of work be- 
tween 8 a. m. and 9 p, m, paid at the rate 
of double time, balance to 9 p. m,* time and 
one-half. 

Eiolidays shall include the following diiysr 
New Year's Day, San Jacinto Day, Fourth of 
July, Labor Day, Armiatke Day, Thanks- 
giving Day and Christmas Day, Whenever 
any of the above days falls on Sunday, the 
following Monday shall be considered a 
holiday. 

The following is a list of wage scale: Cable 
splicers, IB, 50; line foremen, |B.25; elec- 
trician foremen, SB. 50; Itnemen, $7.50; elec- 
tridarts, $7.75; meter men, 17.50; meter 
testers, |7.50; trouble men. $7,50; all helpers 
(lirat 0 months), $3,50; linemen helpers (af- 
ter sIk months), $4,50; electrician helpers 
(after six months), $1.75; tire service men, 
16.75; street light maintenance men, $4 ,.50; 
pole foremen, $7.50; plant engineers, $7.00; 
a, c. dynamo tenders, $C.tJ0; d. c, dynamo 
tenders, $5,75; (Irenien, $5,50; Orcmeii help- 
ers (first six months), firemen helpers 

(after six months), $3,50; oilers and wipers 
(first six months), $3,50; oilers and wipers 
(after aix months), $4,50; oil tester (trans- 
former), IC.25; toolraoni men* $5,00; battery 
maintenance men, $6.25; underground con- 
duit foremen, $7.50; high-line patrolmen, per 
month, $160.00; city line inspector, per 
month, $170,00, 

That is just a general outline of condi- 
tions and wrages. If there are any questions 
any of the Brothers want to ask, pop your 
whip, we are alivays glad to answer 
questions. 

Sunny San Antonio, where the sunshine 
spends the winter, is sure living up to its 
name. We have not had a real had day 
this winter. Outside of one or two days that 
were pretty crimpy, we have all been work* 
ing in our shirt sleeves and getting up a 
pretty good sweat at that. 

There have been several Brothers through 
the past week or two, hut none of them were 
stiecessful in landing a job. Wish them all 
better luck next time.

The L V, P, has had this matter in hand 
ever since, but up to date nothing has been 
done* so we have nothing to show for 12 
months* effort. Now to make matters worse 
wo nre having trouble with another labor 
union in town (Pulp and Sulphite Workers). 
This union has been more fortunate than we 
and ha.*? received recognition and has n 
clause in its agreement which says that 
all new men in the mill must join their 
union. 

Recently one of our members was trans- 
ferred to the mill from the power plant; 
these gentiomen promptly informed him (in 
a brotherly way) that he must turn over 
to them or lose hia job. Ho appealed to our 
local but seeing that we were not recognized 
we could do nothing for him with the result 
that he is lost to us. Now, sir, this is n 
serious state of affairs, we cannot afford 
as labor men to be quarrelling among our- 
selves, our duty is to extend the hand of 
fellowahip and support a Brother in all his 
lawful undertakings. 

The prestige of our organization is at 
stake, we should not stand idly by while 
our membera are being coerced in this 
manner. 

Now it is up to the I. V, P. or whoover 
may have this thing in hand at the present 
time, to see that justice is done both to 
our Brother and to this local. We hope they 
will get a move on without delay, otherwise 
I am afraid our local will flop,

So much for our hopes for the future and 
present conditions, 

T see in the papers that our worthy presi- 
dent has sent Mr. Hughes a letter outlining 
labor's views on Latin American relations. 
Labor should have had a delegate to that 
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canventJon* It does not look as though 
much good is goiag to bo accomplished at 
the present meeting in Havana. When 
America follows a "hands off" policy and 
confines herself to expeditions of mercy 
and goodwill, then and not before can she 
expect the co-operation and friendship of 
our southern neighbors. 

There are a number of other things com- 
ing up at our national eapitol just now, that 
will bear watching. We should bo very 
thankful indeed that we have progressed to 
such a point as to he ahle to maintain such 
men as President Green and his aides to 
look after our interests at Washington, and 
do everything we can to help them. Elec- 
tion time is coming around again soon. Are 
we trying to find out what the different 
candidates stand for, and govern ourselves 
accordingly, or is it going to be the same 
old story?

would soon give labor control of the country. 

**The producers should set themselves each 
year to hold on to a little bit of the ensb 
that comes to them. The time wHI then 
surely come when labor's cooperative enter- 
prises will have as managers that class of 
men who would otherwise he capitniista, L e., 
the men who have the ability to mortage^ and 
these men should he well paid for their ability 
to manoLge. This will be a matter of alow 
growth, but it is the only hope T sec In 
this country for the producers. It is the 
pnthwny which will lead to freedom and 
independence*” 

Cooperation fs Keynote 

This letter with regard to cooperation 
really strikes the keynote of the desiros anil 
ideals of the Union Cooperative Insurance 
Association, it is striving to cooperate with 
all the workers looking to the better financial 
protection of their families and friends. 
Ideals of labor are being upheld by this com- 
pany In the service ivhich it is rendering to 
the individual W’orkers and to the organiza- 
tions. 

Cooperation for protection is a short and

Regular life insurance, although taken by 
individuals, is combined by each company into 
one complete whole.

haps becaui5e of age or perhaps because of 
some slight iihysical defect* Group life in- 
surance sweeps aside such defects or im- 
pairments of age, and all the members co- 
operate and combine to insure all the mem- 
iiers. Each man stands not only for himself 
but for himself and all the other members 
togeth**T, Surely we all agree that this is 
the very essence of cooperation for 
protection* 

One of the hopes of organized labor is 
independence of capital* The large commer- 
dal life insurance companies admit that 80 
per cent of their insurance ia issued to the 
workers, and only 20 per cent to the profes- 
sional and capitalistic class* Labor is there- 
fore directly supplying the strength to the 
capitalistic hands of commercial companies 
which have in the past — and not in the far 
distant past^acted against the interests of 
labor in economic crises* 

By establishment of its own companies 
labor has therefore taken the first steps in 
insurance independence. Labor knows abso- 
lutely that the Union rooperative Insurance 
.Association is a staunch union company and 
that its resources will never be used against 
labor. It is in no way hound up with or 
dependent upon the capitalistic commercial 
companies. 

The Union Cooperative Tnsurance Associa- 
tion ifi completely and fully unionized, in fact 
as well as in theory. The company has its 
offices in a labor building. The clerical force 
is unionized and this is the first life insur- 
ance company in the United States to take 
this unionizing step of afniiating with the 
American Federation of Labor* Onion water- 
marked paper is used for the policies, applica- 
tions end pubilcationa of the company. 

There have been many Interesting de- 


velopments from the insurance point of 
view and also from the labor point of view* 

Endorsed by State Federaiioiis 

Two recent labor matters are the en- 
dorsement of this company and its St. Louis 
agency as the official life Inaurance com- 
pany and agency by the Missouri State 
Federation of Labor; and the ondorsemeut 
by the lliinojs Slate Federation of Labor of 
this company as the first legal reserve old 
lino trades union insurance company, and 
the recommendation of the Union Coopera- 
tive insurance Association by the ill i no is 
State Federation of Labor to the members 
of organized labor. 

Those endorsements and recommendu- 
tions of the Union Cooperative Insurance 
Association by these two State Fodorations 
show the attitude of labor toward handling 
ita own elite rprisea and the desirability of 
using the Union Cooperative Insurance As- 
sociatton as the medium for life insurance 
prolectioti. 

Group Life laanrance 

Information as to the liberal terms of 
the group life insurance policy issued by 
the Union Cooperative Insurance Associa- 
tion has spread very rapidly throughout 
the country in labor circles. Tho group 
life insurance policy is designed to protect 
workers regardless of employment, the 
basis for the insurance being good stand- 
ing in the membership of the organization 
taking the policy* The policy protects while 
the members work or do not work, while 
they stay at home or while they travel to 
another local or branch of their organiza- 
tion. This liberality in the policy makes 
it very desirable and the number of policy- 
holders under this form of life insurance 
Is steadily increusing. 

Some Interesting Figures 

The report prepared for the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the company in 
January shows ledger assets of over $274,- 
000. The admitted assets based on the in- 
surance accruing as of December *31, 1027, 
are over $332,000* 

The insurance in force December 51, 1927, 
was $20,105,737.90 ami as this article ta 
written It has increased to 146,000,000.00, 

The record of death claims is interesting* 
No claims were received during the whole 
of 102h, although the company began Issu- 
ing poiicica on January 1, 1025. In 1920, 
death claims of $23,625.00 were paid and in 
1927 death claims of $100,950*00 were paid.

Creamed Chicken 

Crennted chicken Is made In much the same 
way ns creamed oysters. To the white sauce, 
made as above, add one and one- half cupa 
of cold cooked chicken, cut in dice, and a 
sprinkle of celery salt. Heat, and let stand 
in double boiler till time to serve.

Pistachio Ice Cream 

Mix 1 tablespoon flour, 1 cup sugar, and 
^4 teaspoon salt; add one egg slightly beaten 
and stir In gradually 2 cups scalded milk; 
cook over hot water ten minutes, stirring 
constantly at 5rat. When cool add one table- 
spoon vanilla, one teaspoon almond extract, 
and vegetable coloring to make a pale green 
shade. Pack and freeze. 

With the ice cream serve small nut cup 
cakes covered with white icing into which 
tiny green candy shamrocks have been 
pressed.

World War of Two Rats 

A world-wide war which has been waged 
for tw'o centuries between two kinds of rats 
ia to be studied by the Institute of Agronomic 
Research, in Franco, Dr. M, A, ChappdUef 
of that Inilliuie lias asked scientists in all 
parts of the world to send him specimens 
and facts illustrating the present life of the 
kind of rat that seems to ^ the loser In this 
rat war; the black rat or house rat. This 
black rat was originally a native of southern 
Asia. About 1200 A. D. it began to spread 
alowly over the worlds, usnally as a dweller 
in cities. About five centuries iater another 
kind of rat, the brown rat, called the 
sower rat or wharf rat, appeared in Europe; 
entering southern Husain in a great wave 
of inirntgrailon still remembered by European 
peasants. The two kinds of rat are morut 
enemies imd the newer, brown rat is usually 
successful. A generation ugo the brown rat 
had almost exterminated the black rat from 
most of the seacoast countries, the brown 
rat being much given to travel on ships. 
Within the past few years man has taken 
a hand In the rnt war, with the result of 
disturbing the balance of victory and defeat. 
The two kinds of rats, taken together, are 
undoubtedly the most dangerous and destruc- 
tive of animals. Not only do they destroy 
vast quantities of food but they carry the 
germs of the dreaded bubonic plague. Modern 
human eiforts at rate cxterminallon seem 
to be more clfectJve against the Larger and 
flercer brown rat than against the cleverer 
black rat. In London, for example, the brown 
rnt was once predominant! now the black rat 
seems to be winning. Tn other cities the 
brown rat Is reported ns itlll victorious, A 
worltl-wide study of this warfare is proposed 
by the French Institute, I

There nrc n number of ways this would 
work out to the ndvnnrnKC of the customers 
who hove to pny for this product, only 
those eonneeted with the studios know how 
n dis&atiafied setor can delay and spoil an 
otherwiflc jjood picture. 

Ajiplylnfc the same lino of reasonini: to 
the cffiflMnion employed on the picture — you 
enn readily see, oven without beinjr familinr 
with movie work, how n man's efhefency will 
be increased when he knows his efforts are 
appreciated, and also knows he Is doln^ his 
bit in the ndvancement of the cause of inbor. 

From personal experience I know that a 
man's cfilcioncf can be increased in many 
ways, both large and smalL if the man was 
appealed to or inatructed In the tight man- 
ner, Eliminatinr nil the ambiguous words 
or fine phrases the employer sometimes puts 
out, the only real way to ahow your appro* 
eiation to Inlmr is in the pay check and 
conditions. This, our company could do, 
under the proposed plan, lie cause they would 
save many times what extra you might pay 
them. 

The exhibitors would make more money be- 
cause the picture could be turned out more 
cheaply, thereby being releaied to the exhibi- 
tor at a cheaper rate, ills patronage, after 
it onre was estnblisbed, would be steady, not 
requiring a grent deal of effort on his part 
to retain it. When the public gradually 
Learns that your house is supplying them 
with the best and most Interesting pictures 
obtain nble, you will not be at much expense 
to relnm your patronage, even though It may 
have to walk upstairs and sit on hard seats. 

As Slmkespmire says, *The play is the 
thing/* and not sex appeal, aa some produc* 
era seem lo think. Show real storios and 
you will never want for an audience. By 
the exhibllnri getting their plclurea cheaper 
from the producers they likewise could ex- 
hibit rbcfn rheaper. the public thus saving 
the difTcronen. 

Another wny of utilising this new means 
of education and umuaement would be by 
using portable moving picture projection ma* 
chines, where city ordinanrea would prevent 
the opening of tabor temples to the paid 
admissions of the public. 

These pictures could be shown every night 
in the week to dilferent unions or gather- 
ings, no matter what the sixe or length 
of the house, up to fi5 feet. This could be 
made very profitable to some union man in 
every locality. 

Along the same lines nnofher scheme 
wmild he In nsMCSS all Ihe members 25 
iir fin cerilH a inonlb with privilege of 
seeing one picture a week. 

tn this way it would he n social affair 
and wiiutd not necessarily mean that 
the building would have lo lOmpiy with 
rules governing commercial moving pic* 
lure lioimra. 

At Zfi cents per w^eek and a local mem- 
bership of 2&0 members this would be a reve- 
nue of per week or (250 or more per 

month, and $3,000 or better per year. 

Thii does not Include the members' families 
or friends. Tills wnuld hav» to be arranged 
by means of some kind of club method, 
thereby assn ring the promoters of this club 
a steady and big Income from these moving 
picture clubs in each locality. 

How far would $200 or $300 a month tn 
the treasury increase to tn a year or two, 
to provide meani of getting better wages, 
ccmditlons, and especially local benefits? In 


n few years this w'ould make thousands for 
the unions. 

Brothers, If the union members of Chicago 
and vicinity voluntarily assess themselves as 
high as $fi a year for the support of labor's 
radio station, and derive no visible, tangible, 
material result «, but only w-hnt they get out 
of their receivers, and the satisfaction of 
knowing that labor views will be properly 
explained In case of a strike or other labor 
trouble, that is what I call unionism — the 
spirit that makes ("hicago the best union 
labor town in the country. The renaoti why 
they get the wages, and put their friends 
into public olTico, Is because they have learned 
the value of orgaiilsatlun, utid how to apply 
It. 

If Chicago can do this so can every com- 
munity in a small way and by adopting and 
boosting a plan like this one, w-here every 
city, little town and farming community may 
become a pnrt of a big system of education 
and instruction for the hotterment of the 
farming and laboring people, to the need 
of the one simple^ easy thing to attain if 
everybody will become Inlvri'sted, the one 
thing that will icttlc most of your problems, 
and that Is organization, 

V 

Brother Murphy has uttered on Interest- 
ing proposal. Now another member of L. U. 
No. 40 contlnuefl the dtscuiaiott. 

If ihe Brothers are aputlicllc about elec* 
tion there is another proposition on which 
they are not, and that is the plan suggeated 
by the KLECTTtrcAb Wchjkeiih' JotJitKAL, that 
union labor take an Active part In the pro- 
ducing and releasing of moving pictures. 

This will take lota of time and plenty of 
hard work, btil we have plenty of the "time" 
and are used lo the work. 

It Is a bigger job to dispose of pictures 
after they are made than it is to make 
them, so the plan is to arrange to sell them 
first and make them afterwards. When you 
show capita! that you have the meani to 
dispose of your pirtures, you can get all the 
financial backing you want. 

In order to do this we are compelled to 
open up A new field for iho exhibition of 
pictures. This new outlet will be through 
alt the central liLbor and building trades 
councils along with the other alTdiationa of 
labor, who have many meeting places that 
will be suitable for our purpose. 

In other words we are going to try to 
turn all the labor temple auditoriums inlo 
picture houses when not In use by labor 
union meetings. 

With the support of labor at n whole there 
Is not a chance of this plan failing. It Is 
a itraight open and shut affair.

The poHaibllities for 
education and organ Izatloti of the worker 
and the public are unlimited. A chnnee for 
every union to make money to pay oiT old 
indebtedness. A place for every union man 
to spend his money on amusement, and get 
part of it back. Will help lower the price 
of admittance to all moving picturo houses. 
Will make a lot of employ mont for true 
union men in every locality. Will put a 
lot of union men in the moving picture ex- 
hibiting bust ness. 

Labor will eventually own its own studios 
and produce iU own stories. Labor has 
proven it had the business ability in con* 
ducting banks, msuranee companies, pen- 
sion sy stems, co-operative Hocielics and re- 
lief work of all kinds. Why not go into 
picture work also as it has a wondorful 
future? Can In time break dowa any public 
prejudices against unionism now held by 
the uninformed. Will be a booster for the 
union label. W^ill sound the death knelt of 
company unions, welfare societies and other 
like shams. 

We will have the means through pictures 
to realize all the dreams and ambitions of 
true unionism.

possible, a new type of membership is bound 
to be the result. Alert, experienced ond 
knovving, when they enter the morement as 
full-fledged members their contribution to 
their organisation in particular and the labor 
movement in general should be such as to 
weigh heavily in the direction of the pro- 
gressive advancement of labor. 

To the writer the opening up of the ap- 
prenticeship classes of Local No* 9S is the 
most important feature of workers* educa- 
tion. It ts true that the needs of the labor 
movement demand at the present time from 
education some assistance in the solution 
of ita most pressing immediate problems. 
Workers* education should never forget that 
its most useful function is to attempt to 
meet such need where%*er and however pos- 
sible. Beyond this is the future of labor 
and if it can in the development of its pro- 
gram work with those who in the future 
will be labor, its place as a vital and in- 
dispensable force within the labor movement 
shall be definitely established,

him as well as his do to them. Avenues of 
information and education are opened up so 
that matters of immediate and vital import 
are made accessible to those hitherto denied 
them. As an example a violinist, isolated 
on the plains of South Dakota, becomes a 
participating member of Walter Damrosch's 
Orchestra in New York. 

The scientific deductions of Maxwell, the 
experimental results of HerU, the practical 
appUcationa of Marconi, Do Forest, Pupin, 
Armstrong and others have created an 
agency par excellence for eliminating the 
effects of geographic differGnees, and for the 
creation of greater national and interna- 
tional harmony. It provides increased facili- 
ties for the widespread dissemination of edu- 
cational matter, thus raising the average of 
intellectual attainments. By Increasing the 
distribution of the finer products of the musi- 
cal art it stimulates popular appreciation of 
and increases the sensitiveness to the less 
materialistic aspects of living. By increas- 
ing familiarity with phenomena of science 
it necessarily tends to produce a much- 
needed keenness of perception and power 
of logical reasoning. In the words of W. T. 
Harris, one-time United States Commissioner 
of Education, “it opens another window of 
the human soul” to cultural influences well- 
nigh immeasurable. 

Some are astounded at the changes pro- 
duced by the scientific discoveries made 
within the last fifty years; and some, mis* 
interpreting the influence of scientific 
thought on the future, are afraid and pessi- 
mistic; and yet others see in the achieve- 
ments of the past a mere portend of future 
accomplishments. In the words of Profes- 
sor Levine, “The task of discovering par- 
ticular facts and general laws, of systema- 
tizing, classifying, correlating and inter- 
preting has just begun. The astronomer is 
still engaged in studying the infinitely 
great. The chemist and the physicist are 
still investigating the infinitely small — the 
molecule, the atom, the ion, the electron. 
The botanist, the zoologist, the physiologist, 
the bacteriologist are still increasing the 
rich harvest of interesting phenomena con- 
cerning complicated life processes. The 
phychologist is still delving into the mo- 
tivity of human action* The embryologist 
is yet unfolding the first chapters of gene- 
sis. The geologist and the paleontologist 


are still extracting history from the rock 
of ages. These accumulated treasurers, in- 
deed, seem marvelous, and yet, as each year 
rolls by, we find ourselves, like Balboa, 
looking down from the mountain top, be- 
holding an infinite and beautiful expanse, 
yet unfathomed.” 

In spite of our limited knowledge; in 
spite of our doubts and fears we join the 
poet and sing:

r, f. system of the ueutrodyne type, wherein 
tho split primary coil is used, one end of 
which is connected to the plate of the pre- 
ceding tube, the center tap going to B plus 
and the other end returning to the neutral- 
ising condenser Gn of the previous stage. 
The first and last wires meutioned carry 
r, f. currents which should not be prevented 
from getting out (or in). The plate supply 
line, however, should not be allowed to 
carry any of its radio frequency current 
outside of the shield, since it sooner or 
later joins similar lines from other stages 
and undesired coupling may result, espec- 
ially if an eliminator is used. The remedy 
is to by-pass this r. f. back to filament in- 
side the can by means of a fay-pass con- 
denser C, which should be of at least S mf. 
capacity. In case the filament side of the 
tuned grid circuit is at C battery potential, 
another by-pass condenser should be used 
as shown. In addition to the by-pass con- 
denser in the plate lead, a further refine- 
ment would be the addition of a radio fre- 
quency choke coil as shown at X in the 
drawing. This will prevent any possible 
r. f, currents from getting out of the can 
where they are not wanted. 


MYSTERY OF ANCIENT AXE FOUND 
IN CANADA 

A mysterious bronze axe, found last sum- 
mer at Brantford, Ontario, by Dr. M. R. 
Earnngtou of the Museum of the American 
Indian, in New York City, turns out to be 
even older and more mysterious than was 
at first thought. The implement was pur- 
chased by Dr. Harrington from the family 
of an old Indian, who w*as said to have 
found it in the ground together with similar 
objects of stone. Believing that the bronze 
implement resembled weapons in use at the 
time of the Norse visits to America, about 
1000 A, D,, Dr- Harrington first assumed 
that it might be an actual object left be- 
hind by those visitors or stolen from them 
and preserved by some Indian family. 
Further examination of the axe indicates, 
however, that it belongs to a far earlier 
period of world history than Leif Ericson 
and his Norsemen. A recent note issued by 
the museum reports expert opinions dating 
the axe from the late Bronze Age of Europe, 
pe rh a ps ab out 1000 B . C in stead 0 f tw'o 
thousand years later. This leaves the 
mystery of the presence of such a weapon 
in America, Dr. Harrington remarks, “even 
deeper than before,” It is conceivable that 
there may have been European discoveries 
of America by Bronze Age voyagers thou- 
sands of years before even the Norsemen 
came, although one axe of uncertain history 
is scarcely enough to prove so far-reaching 
an idea.
